This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  immediately  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1913." 

I  have  given  these  ordinances  careful  study  and  believe  that  the 
increases  are  necessary  owing  to  the  high  price  of  everything  needed 
in  the  home.  Not  only  the  people  but  the  authorities  are  demanding 
better  service  and  better  men  every  year  and  I  hope  and  believe  these 
increases  will  be  appreciated  by  the  men  and  that  they  will  try  in  every 
way  possible  to  give  better  service  than  ever  before.  I  realize  also  that 
this  will  make  it  very  hard  to  meet  next  year's  expenses,  but  I  know 
if  a  majority  of  the  large  property  holders  paid  taxes  on  actual  valua- 
tions as  the  small  tax  payers  has  to  do  there  would  be  no  shortage  of 
finances  in  Indianapolis.

General  Ordinance  No.  1 — 1913:  An  ordinance  ordering  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  of  the,  City  of  [ndianapolis,  Indiana,  to  improve 
Twenty-first  street  from  the  east  property  line  of  Talbott  avenue  to 
the  west  property  line  of  Central  avenue,  with  wooden  block, 
asphalt,  bituminous  concrete,  or  brick  pavement,  under  Improve- 
ment Resolution  No.  6969,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
on  the  15th  day  of  November,  11)12. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  did  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1912,  adopt  Improvement 
Resolution  No.  6969,  for  the  improvement  of  Twenty-first  street,  from 
the  east  property  line  of  Talbott  avenue  to  the  west  propery  line  of 
Central  avenue,  with  wooden  block,  asphalt,  bituminous  concrete  or 
brick  pavement,  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Hoard  of  Public  Works  did  at  the  same  time  fix 
the  9th  day  of  December,  1912,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  as  a  time  to  hear  all

General  Ordinance  No.  2 — 1913:  An  ordinance  providing  for  licensing 
certain  occupations,  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  conduct,  carry  on,  practice  or  transact  the  business,  art, 
profession  or  occupation  of  astrology,  palmistry,  phrenology,  life-read- 
ing, fortune-telling,  cartomancy,  clairvoyance,  clairaudience,  crystal- 
gazing,  hypnotism,  mediumship,  prophecy,  augury,  divination,  magic, 
necromancy,  charm-giving  or  selling  or  charm-working  without  first 
having  obtained  a  license  so  to  do. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  conduct,  carry 
on,  practice  or  transact  any  of  the  businesses,  arts,  professions,  or 
occupations  named  in  Section  1,  of  this  ordinance  shall  make  application 
to  the  City  Controller  for  a  license  so  to  do,  said  application  shall  con- 
tain the  full  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  that  desires  such 
license,  the  exact  location  where  such  husiness,  art,  profession  or  occu- 
pation is  proposed  to  he  carried  on  and  no  removal  shall  he  made  from 
said  place  until  written  notification  is  made  to  the  City  Controller  and 
a  written  permit  is  granted  by  said  Controller,  which  permit  shall  he 
attached  to  said  license  so  issued. 

The  license  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall  he  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00)  per  annum,  and  all  licenses  shall  he  due  and  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  no  reduction  shall  he  made 
for  any  part  of  the  year  having  already  elapsed  before  the  taking  out 
of  said  license. 

The  licenses  issued  hereunder  are  not  transferrahle  and  not  re- 
deemable for  any  part  of  the  unused  period  for  which  they  are  granted 
and  any  license  so  issued  shall  permit  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  so 
receiving  them  to  conduct  only  one  place  of  business  on  any  one  license. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  he  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00)  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  to  which 
shall  be  added  imprisonment  for  thirty  (30)  days. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  he  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis,  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,   Indiana.

Hon.  Samuel  Lewis  Shank,  Mayor,  and  the  President  and 
Members  of  the  Common  Council: 
Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  and  re- 
quirements of  the  City  Charter,  I  herewith  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  with  December  31,  1912,  and  your  atten- 
tion is  respectfully  called  to  the  several  tables  showing  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  and  the  expenditures  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  City  Government. 

Also,  the  tables  showing  the  condition  of  the  Park  Fund. 
Sinking  Fund,  Track  Elevation  Fund,  Recreation  Fund  and 
School  Health  Fund,  and  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  city  on  January  t,  1912, 
amounted  to  $3,445,300.00.  During  the  year  there  was  re- 
deemed and  cancelled  bonds  amounting  to  $42,000.00,  paid  out 
of  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

The  total  of  bonds  outstanding  on  January  1,  1913. 
amounts  to  $3,403,300.00  of  which  $3,372,500.00  is  city  debt 
proper  and  $30,800.00  is  bonded  debt  assumed  and  acquired 
by  the  annexation  of  the  suburban  towns  of  Brightwood, 
West  Indianapolis  and   I  laughvillc. 

Of  the  city  debt  proper  $1,353,000.00  bears  three  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  interest  and  $2,019,500.00  bears  four  per  cent.; 
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of  the  suburban  bonded  debt  $12,800  bears  five  per  cent,  and 
$18,000.00  bears  six  per  cent. 

The  total  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the 
city,  as  returned  and  appraised  in  1912  and  as  is  shown  on 
the  tax  duplicate,  is  $224,286,485.00  from  which  is  deducted 
mortgage  exemptions  amounting  to  $6,259,265.00  leaving  a 
net  total  appraisement  subject  to  taxation  of  $2 18,027,220.00. 

The  constitutional  debt  limit  of  two  per  cent,  of  the  net 
appraisement  of  taxables  is  $4,360,544.40,  and  deducting  total 
bonds  outstanding  amounting  to  $3,403,300,  leaves  a  bond 
issuing  margin  of  $957,244.40. 

On  January  1,  191 3,  the  cash  balance  in  the  general  fund 
was  $371,254.40  including  special  appropriation  balances 
amounting  to  $336,639.55  leaving  a  net  cash  balance  available 
for  general  purposes  of  $34,614.85.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  Thai  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion to  maintain,  drive  or  operate,  or  cause  to  be  operated  on  any  street, 
alley,  avenue  or  other  public  highway  any  automobile  or  other  motor 
vehicle,  between  the  hours  of  4  p.  m.  and  7  a.  in.  of  any  day,  when 
said  automobile  or  other  .motor  vehicle  shall  use  as  head  lights  or  tail 
lights  on  said  vehicle,  any  light  or  illumination  which  is  caused  by 
the  combustion  or  ignition  of  actalyne  or  cetalyne  gas. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  operate  or  maintain  any  automobile  or  motor  vehicle  in  or  along 
any  street,  alley,  avenue  or  public  highway  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
between  the  hours  of  4  p.  m.  and  7  a.  m.  of  any  day  with  either  a  head- 
light or  tail  light,  when  such  light  is  augmented  or  intensified  by  the 
use  of  a  reflector  attached  to  said  light  in  any  maimer  whatsoever. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  terms  automobile 
or  motor  vehicle,  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  embrace  and  include 
and  shall  mean  any  vehicle  operated  by  electricity,  gasoline,  naphtha, 
steam  or  kerosene:  Provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  apply  to  any 
locomotive,  street  or  trolley  car  that  is  being  operated  on  the  track  or 
tracks,  owned  or  lawfully  used  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  own- 
ing or  operating  said  vehicle.

Dear  Mr.  Owen:  With  reference  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  concerning  the  power  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  permit  the  Indianapolis  Traction  &  Ter- 
minal  Co.  to  extend  its  tracks  into  the  new  car  barn,  I  beg  leave  to 
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inform  yon  that  in  my  opinion  (ho  Board  of  Public  Works  has  the  power 
to  grant  (his  permission,  and  the  same  docs  not  need  the  sanction  of 
the  Common  Council.  1  have  so  advised  the  Hoard  of  Public  Works 
and  they  have  already  granted  the  permission. 

There  is  no  doubt  under  the  franchise  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction 
&  Terminal  Co.  with  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  said  company  does 
not  have  the  right  to  lay  its  tracks  in  any  new  street  not  named  in 
said  franchise  in  order  to  lay  a  new  street  car  track  for  the  use  of  the 
public  without  first  getting  the  permission  of  the  Common  Council. 
This  grant,  in  my  opinion,  however,  is  not  granting  the  company  the 
right  to  lay  new  tracks  for  such  purpose,  but  is  only  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  more  efficient  service  to  the  people  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  15  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  &  Terminal  Co.  franchise 
provides  that  "at  all  times  during  the  period  of  the  franchise,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  reserves  the  right  at  all  times  to  exercise  such  reason- 
able control  over  said  traction  company,  and  the  operation,  mainten- 
ance and  construction  of  its  lines  as  will  secure  efficient  and  first  class 
service,  and  nothing  contained  in  this  contract  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  abridge  or  restrict  said  rights  so  reserved." 

In  tlie  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  new  car  barns  are  nec- 
essary for  more  efficient  service,  and  being  necessary  it  is  clearly  within 
the  power  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  permit  the  traction  com- 
pany to  get  their  cars  into  said  barn  from  their  tracks  already  laid. 
It  is  not  giving  them  the  right  to  lay  new  tracks  +'or  public  travel,  but 
only  giving  them  permission  to  connect  the  barn  with  tracks  already 
laid,  so  (hat  cars  can  be  run  from  the  tracks  into  said  barn.  To  do 
this,  it  was  necessary  to  use  a  part  of  other  streets  in  which  tracks 
are  not  laid,  and  in  my  opinion  the  Board  of  Public  Works  clearly  had 
(lie  right  to  give  the  traction  company  such  permission,  and  it  does  not 
need  the  sanction  of  the  Common  Council.

twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  who  shall  have  written  authority  to  ac- 
company said  child  to  said  place  of  amusement. 

Such  authority  shall  be  legibly  written,  and  signed  with,  the  full  name 
of  one  of  the  parents  or  legal  guardian  of  such  child.  Such  writing 
shall  also  contain  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  acts  as 
said  guardian,  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  child,  the  name  of  the 
show  house,  theatre,  or  other  place  of  amusement,  to  which  the  child 
is  to  be  taken,  and  the  date  on  which  said  show  house,  theatre  or  other 
place  of  amusement  is  to  be  visited,  and  the  date  on  which  said  author- 
ity is  executed,  and  no  such  authority  shall  Ibe  valid  unless  said  author- 
ity shall  comply  with  all  the  above  provisions. 

When  such  written  authority  is  presented  at  any  show  house,  theatre 
or  other  place  of  amusement,  the  proprietor,  manager  or  ticket  taker  or 
other  person  in  authority,  shall  carefully  examine  the  same  and  shall 
refuse  to  accept  same  if  said  authority  does  not  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  If  said  child  is  admitted  with  its  said 
guardian,  said  written  authority  aforementioned  shall  be  taken  up  with 
the  ticket  of  admission,  and  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  person  accepting 
the  s:une  until  noon  of  the  following  day.  Said  written  authority  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  or  any  other  member 
of  the  police  department  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  upon  demand  made 
within  the  time  set  out  in  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  No  '-hi Id  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  permitted 
to  take  pari  in  any  performance  in  any  picture  show,  burlesque  show, 
vaudeville  theatre,  dramatic  performance  or  circus,  with  or  without 
compensation. 

Section  .'5.  No  moving  picture  show,  burlesque  show,  vaudeville  show, 
dramatic  performance,  circus  shall  be  given  in  any  building  or  lot  sit- 
uated within  a  radius  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet  of  any  public 
school  building  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
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Section  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  (.$100)  dollars, 
to  which  may  be  added  for  the  second  or  subsequent  offense  an  im- 
prisonment not  to  exceed  thirty  days.

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1913, 
Evans  Milling  Company  filed  his  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows: 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  :  We  herewith  request  from  you  the  privilege  of  laying 
two  tracks  across  Cavelage  Street,  immediately  west  of  Bank  Avenue 
and  the  Lafayette  Pike,  as  per  blue  prints  herewith.  We  desire  these 
connections  to  facilitate  business  on  our  tracks.  Thanking  you  very 
kindly  in  advance  for  this  permission,  we  remain.

Evans  Milling  Company. 

Now,  Therefore.  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  28th 
day  of  February,  1913,  by  and  between  Evans  Milling  Company  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of 
Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth  :  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  se- 
curing a  right  of  way  for  two  sidetracks  or  switches  from  Indianapolis 
Union  Railway  Company,  Belt  Division,  across  West  Cavelage  Street, 
and  part  of  Bank  Avenue,  or  the  Lafayette  Road  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, which  are  more  specifically  described  as  follows:  Beginning 
on  the  south  line  of  West  Cavelage  Street,  on  the  east  side  of  and  run- 
ning thence  northeastwardly  parallel  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Belt 
Division  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  to  the  north  line 
of  Cavelage  Street",  thence  in  a  diagonal  direction  along  the  Lafayette 
Road  or  Bank  Avenue  to  a  point  in  the  east  line  of  said  right  of  way 
about  200  feet  north   of  Cavelage   Street,   hereby  covenants  and   fully 
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binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in 
consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given, 
he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be 
safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  low- 
ered to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  here- 
after established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and 
shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed 
by  the  Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made 
by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  said  streets  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at 
no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  pub- 
lic travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of 
said  Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City 
or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said 
party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10) 
days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party 
of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that 
may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said  track  or 
causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a 
trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or 
become  in  any  way  defecfive  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be 
the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  to  promptly  repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  noti- 
fication in  writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
for  which  expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be 
liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold 
said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use 
of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that 
account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay 
all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending 
against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with 
its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture 
of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  con- 
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cerning  municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and 
provisions  stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of 
the  first  part  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain 
two  additional  sidetracks  or  switches  across  Cavelage  Street  and  along 
the  Lafayette  Road  or  Bank  Avenue,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as 
shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater 
certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

stated,  then  and  in  such  case  said  bonds  should  be  forfeited  to  the  City 
of   Indianapolis,    and, 

Whereas,  Said  telephone  companies  have  failed  to  install  said  switch- 
board and  complete  the  other  improvements  within  the  three  years  end- 
ing March  2,  1912,  and  were  granted  an  extension  of  time  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  this  City,  and, 

Whereas,  More  than  ten  months  have  elapsed  since  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  granted  an  extension  of  time  for  the  completion  of  said 
work  and  said  telephone  companies  have  not  installed  said  switchboard 
and  finished  said  improvements  and  are  making  no  effort  to  do  so, 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  the  said  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $25,000.00 
of  the  New  Long  Distance  Telephone  Company  be  declared  forfeited 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  said  contract  by  said  telephone  companies  and  that  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  be  requested  to  enforce  said  forfeiture  and  to  proceed 
to  collect  damages  on  the  bond  filed  with  said  City  of  Indianapolis  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  said  contract  by v said  telephone  Companies.

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INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Mr.  Denny: 

General  Ordinance  No.  20 — 1913 :  An  ordinance  relating  to  and  regu- 
lating matters  pertaining  to  the  construction,  alteration  and  addi- 
tions to,  of  one-story  buildings  used  for  manufacturing  or  storage 
purposes,  when  built  with  brick  or  reinforced  concrete  walls  and 
located  outside  of  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  that  one-story  buildings  used  for  manufacturing  and  stor- 
age purposes  when  built  with  brick  or  reinforced  concrete  walls  and 
located  outside  of  the  fire  limits  of  the  city,  shall  be  constructed, 
altered,  repaired  or  additions  made  thereto,  as  prescribed  and  set  forth 
in  this  ordinance. 

PART  1. 

DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  Building. — Any  structure  erected  by  art  and  fixed  upon  or  in 
the  soil,  composed  of  several  pieces  and  designed  for  use  in  the  position 
in  which  so  fixed. 

(b)  Building  Line.— A  line  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  outer 
face  of  the  enclosing  walls  of  a  building  and  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

(c)  Foundation. — That  portion  of  the  wall  below  the  level  of  the 
street  curb  and  where  the  wall  is  not  on  a  street,  that  portion  of  the 
wall  below  the  level  of  an  established  grade. 

(d)  External  Wall. — An  external  wall  means  every  outer  wall  or 
vertical  enclosure  of  a  building  other  than  a  party  wall. 

(e)  Curtain  Wall. — A  subordinate  wall  between  two  columns  or  oth- 
er supporting  members,  being  primarily  a  filling  and  having  no  share 
in  the  support  of  other  portions  of  the  structure. 

(f )  Division  Walls. — Walls  that  separate  parts  of  any  building  from 
another  part  of  the  same. 

(g)  Story. — A  story  is  that  portion  of  the  building  between  the  top 
of  any  floor  and  the  top  of  the  floor  next  above  or  that  portion  of  the 
building  from  the  ground  floor  to  the  roof  where  there  is  not  a  floor  above 
the  ground  floor. 

(h)  Skeleton  Construction. — The  term  "Skeleton  Construction"  shall 
apply  to  all  buildings  wherein  the  external  and  internal  loads  and 
stresses  are  transmitted  from  the  top  of  the  building  to  the  foundation 
by  a  skeleton  or  frame  work  of  metal  or  reinforced  concrete. 

(i)  Exterior  Columns. — AH  columns  on  enclosing  wall  lines  carrying 
internal  and  external  loads. 

(j)  Interior  Columns. — All  columns  within  the  enclosing  walls  of  a 
building  carrying  internal  and  externaLloads. 

PART  2. 
EXCAVATIONS  FOR  FOUNDATIONS. 

Section  2.  Depth  of  Foundation,  External  Walls. — Excavations 
for  foundations  for  external  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  two  (2)  feet 
deep  for  all  walls  not  over  sixteen  (16)  feet  high  and  two  (2)  feet  six 
(G)  inches  deep  for  all  walls  more  than  sixteen  (16)  feet  high. 
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Section  3.  Curtain  Walls. — Excavations  for  all  foundations  for  all 
curtain  walls  shall  be  at  least  two   (2)  feet  deep. 

Section  4.  Division  Walls. — Excavations  for  foundations  for  all  di- 
vision walls  shall  be  of  sufficient  depth  below  the  ground  floor  line  to 
accommodate  their  footings. 

Section  5.  Column  Foundations. — Excavations  for  foundations  un- 
der all  exterior  columns  of  steel  or  reinforced  concrete  shall  be  not  less 
than  three  (3)  feet  six  (G)  inches  deep.  All  interior  columns  shall 
have  excavations  not  less  than  eighteen  (18)  inches  below  the  ground 
floor  line. 

Section  6.  Depth  of  Excavations. — The  depth  of  all  excavations 
shall  be  taken  from  an  established  grade  for  all  buildings  that  set  ten 
(10)  feet  or  more  from»a  public  thoroughfare;  where  the  same  sets  ten 
(10)  feet  or  less  from  a  thoroughfare  the  depth  must  be  taken  from 
the  adjacent  curb  level. 

Section  7.  Loads  to  be  Carried  by  the  Soil. — Good,  solid  natural 
clay  shall  be  deemed  to  safely  sustain  a  load  of  three  (3)  tons  to  the 
superficial  foot;  firm,  coarse  sand  or  stiff  gravel  four  (4)  tons  per  su- 
perficial foot.  The  area  of  footing  courses  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet 
this  requirement. 

PART  3. 

THICKNESS  OF  WALLS. 

Section  8.  External  Walls. — External  walls  may  be  made  of  brick 
or  reinforced  concrete.  All  brick  walls  shall  be  at  least  eight  (8)  inches 
thick  providing  they  do  not  carry  any  other  loads  but  that  of  the  roof, 
and  not  over  sixteen  (10)  feet  high,  and  further  provided  that  they  be 
braced  by  pilasters  four  (4)  inches  thick,  at  least  twenty  (20)  inches 
wide,  not  over  fifteen  (15)  feet  apart.  Exterior  walls  over  sixteen  (16) 
feet  high  shall  be  built  of  brick  twelve  (12)  inches  thick.  Exterior 
walls  built  of  reinforced  concrete  shall  be  at  least  six  (6)  inches  thick 
when  not  over  sixteen  (16)  feet  high  and  nine  (9)  inches  thick  if  more 
than  sixteen   (16)   feet  high. 

Section  9.  Division  Walls. — Division  Walls  may  be  built  of  brick 
or  reinforced  concrete.  All  brick  walls  shall  be  at  least  eight  (8)  inches 
thick  when  not  over  sixteen  (16)  feet  high,  and  provided  with  pilasters 
not  over  fifteen  (15)  feet  apart,  provided  that  they. do  not  carry  any 
other  loads  but  that  of  the  roof.  Division  Walls  over  sixteen  (16)  feet 
high  shall  be  built  of  brick  twelve  (12)  inches  thick.  Division  Walls 
built  of  reinforced  concrete  shall  be  at  least  six  (6)  inches  thick  when 
not  over  sixteen  (16)  feet  high  and  nine  (9)  inches  thick  if  more  than 
sixteen  (1G)  feet  high,  provided  they  do  not  carry  any  other  loads  but 
that  of  the  roof. 

Section  10.  Curtain  Walls. — Curtain  walls  may  be  used  as  external 
walls  and  division  walls  provided  that  they  do  not  in  any  case  support 
any  load  whatever  but  their  own.  Curtain  walls  made  of  brick  shall 
be  at  least  eight  (S)  inches  thick  if  not  over  sixteen  (16)  feet  high  and 
twelve  (12)  inches  thick  if  more  than  sixteen  (16)  feet  high.  Curtain 
walls  of  reinforced  concrete  shall  not  be  less  than  two  (2)  inches  thick 
if  made  of  metal  lath  or  metal  fabric  plastered  on  both  sides  with  mortar 
consisting  of  Portland  Cement  and  Torpedo  Sand  provided  that  no  part 
of  the  said  curtain  wall  is  within  twenty  (20)  feet  of  any  street 
line  or  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  any  lot  or  alley  line. 

PART  4. 

Section  11.  In  all  other  respects  buildings  as  described  herein  shall 
be  constructed,  altered,  repaired  or  added  to  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  prescribed   in   General   Ordinance  No.  34  approved  June  6, 
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1904,  entitled  "An  ordinance  providing  for  all  matters  concerning,  affect- 
ing or  relating  to  the  construction,  alteration,  repair  or  removal  of 
buildings,  structures  or  appurtenances  thereto  erected  or  to  be  erected 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  :"  General  Ordinance  No.  5,  ap- 
proved March  19,  1906,  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  110 
of  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  ordinance  providing  for  all  matters  con- 
cerning, affecting  or  relating  to  the  construction,  alteration,  repair  or 
removal  of  buildings,  structures  or  appurtenances  thereto  erected  or  to  be 
erected  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  :'"  General  Ordinance  No. 
04,  approved  November  4,  1007,  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  amend  Sections 
36  and  147  of  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  ordinance  providing  for  the 
matters  concerning,  affecting  or  relating  to  the  construction,  alteration, 
repair  or  removal  of  buildings,  structures  or  appurtenances  thereto 
erected  or  to  be  erected  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.'  " 

i  PART  5. 

PENALTIES— REPEAL. 

Section  12.  Penalties. — Excepting  as  otherwise  specifically  men- 
tioned within  this  ordinance,  none  of  its  provisions  shall  be  construed 
to  affect  any  building  or  part  of  any  building  now  finished  or  in  course 
of  construction.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agent  who  shall  vio- 
late any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  to  a  fine  not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  or  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  offense  or  upon  failure  to  pay  may 
be  imprisoned  until  such  fine  is  paid  not  exceeding  ninety  (90)  days. 
The  continued  violations  of  any  provisions  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense  for  each  and  every  day  such  violation  of  any  provisions  hereof 
shall  continue. 

Section  13.  Repeal. — All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict herewith  or  repugnant  hereto  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  14.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

General  Ordinance  No.  21 — 1913:  An  ordinance  providing  for  the 
transfer  of  $300.00  from  a  certain  fund  to  a  certain  fund  in  and 
for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00) 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred  from  the  fund  known  as  "Print- 
ing and  Stationery"  to  a  fund  known  as  "Electrical  Department."  Alt 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

securely  muzzled  in  such  a  manner  so  as  to  prevent  said  dog  or  dogs 
from  snapping  or  biting  any  person  using  any  of  the  streets,  alleys 
or  public  places  of  said  city.  It  shall  likewise  he  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  lead  any  dog  hv  means  of  rope,  strap,  chain,  tether  or  other 
contrivance  without  saui  dog  being  muzzled  as  above  provided  for. 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  require  dogs  to  be  muzzled  that  are  kept  In  enclosed  premises. 

SECTION  2.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  .'!.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars   ($50.00). 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Indiana.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  to  conduct,  carry  on,  practice  or  transact  the  business, 
art.  profession  or  occupation,  for  the  purpose  of  gain,  palmistry,  life- 
reading,  clairvoyance,  clairaudience,  fortune-telling,  crystal-gazing, 
mediumship,  prophecy,  augury,  divination,  necromancy,  charm-giving, 
charm-selling,  charm-working,  psycomancy  or  psyebgraphy,  within  the 
city  of  Indianapolis,   Indiana. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  shall  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  mediumship,  psychomancy,  psycography,  clairvoyance,  clair- 
audience or  psychic  readings,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall,  after  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  carry  on  or  practice  the  business  or  oc- 
cupation of  clairaudiat,  clairvoyance,  mediumship,  psychomancy,  psy- 
chography  or  psychic  readings  within  such  city,  for  any  gain  or  pecan 
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niary  profit,  either  by  donation  or  otherwise,  shall  first  submit  to  an 
examination  before  the  president  of  a  regular  organized  religious  so- 
ciety, or  before  a  committee  of  such  society,  and  shall  procure  a  writ- 
ten certificate  of  endorsement  and  recommendation,  which  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  of  such  religious  society,  and  which  certificate 
shall  be  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  society.  And,  provided, 
further,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration carrying  on  the  business  mentioned  in  this  section  in  snch 
church,  and  during  the  services  thereof. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  produce  or  exhibit  a  written  certificate  of  the  kind  and  character 
mentioned  in  section  two,  of  this  ordinance,  to  any  Police  Officer  or  any 
other  person  investigating  the  business  conducted,  when  called  upon 
so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  section  one  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  4.  The  written  certificate  of  endorsement  and  recommen- 
dation of  the  society  or  societies  mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  ordi- 
ance  shall  be  revoked  by  the  court  or  by  the  president  of  any  religious 
society  issuing  the  same,  upon  complaint  being  made  and  satisfactory 
proof  showing  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  holding  the  same  had 
been  guilty  of  fraud  in  conducting  the  business  mentioned  in  section 
two  of  this  ordinance,  or  in  the  procurement  of  said  certificate,  or  in 
advertising  such  business. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  solicit  patron- 
age in  conducting  any  of  the  business  or  occupations  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  ordinance,  by  advertising  the  same  in  any  newspaper, 
periodical,  placard  or  in  any  other  manner,  without  first  having  pro- 
cured a  certificate  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  such 
advertisement  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  of  such  violation. 

Section  6.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporaton  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  to 
which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for  any  determinate  period,  not  ex- 
ceeding, however,  the  term  of  six  months. 

Section  7.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

RESOLUTION. 

The  City  Engineer  makes  the  following  report  as  to  the  dangerous 
and  serious  condition  of  disrepair  of  the  Kentucky  Avenue  bridge,  the 
West.  Washington  street  bridge  and  the  levee  on  the  west  bank  of  White 
river  caused  by  the  disastrous  flood  and  recommending  in  such  report 
that  the  conditions  require  immediate  and  emergent  action,  which  re- 
port   is  as  follows,   to-wit : 

"T  desire  to  recommend  that  a  contract  be  let  immediately  for  tem- 
porary repairs  to  the  Kentucky  Avenue  bridge.  Feel  that  we  will  be 
able  to  save  this  bridge  by  prompt  action. 

"Would  also  recommend  that  a  contract  be  let  immediately  for  the 
removal  of  the  wrecked  AYest  Washington  street  bridge  as  this  is  a  se- 
rious obstruction  to  the  natural  flow  of  the  water. 

"Would  also  recommend  that  plans  be  ordered  immediately  for  the 
levee  on  the  west  bank  of  White  river,  wherever  necessary  and  plans 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  Meridian   street  bridge." 
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The  Board  being  fully  advised  upon  the  condition  as  stated  in  the 
Engineer's  report,  now  declares  that  a  dangerous  condition  exists  in 
the  present  structure  known  as  Kentucky  Avenue  bridge  and  that  im- 
mediate action  should  be  taken  to  repair  and  temporarily  provide  for 
transportation  over  the  West    Washington  street  bridge. 

It  is  now  therefore  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  thai  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  re- 
pair Of  the  Kentucky  Avenue  Bridge  and  the  West  Washington  street 
bridge,  and  that  a  temporary  structure  be  immediately  provided  for 
transportation  over  White  river  for  the  purpose  of  affording  proper  fire 
protection  and  other  public  safety  for  the  territory  lying  west  of 
White  river,  and  the  Board  further  declares  that  on  account  of  such 
emergency,  the  work  of  such  repair  shall  not  be  done  by  public  con- 
tract but  material  shall  be  bought  and  labor  employed  by  the  city  and 
that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  city 
shall  do  and  perform  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  by  and  through 
its  employees  and  that  the  materials  necessary  to  be  used  in  such  re- 
pair work  shall  be  purchased  by  the  city  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  that  all  such  repair  work  shall  be  done  by  the  city  and 
paid  for  out  of  the  general  funds  of  said  city,  and  the  City  Controller 
is  requested  to  recommend  to  the  Common  Council,  a  transfer  of 
$50,000  from  the  Fire  Headquarters  and  City  Garage  Building  Fund 
to  an  Emergency  Repair  Fund.

General  Ordinance  No.  29 — 1013:  An  ordinance  authorizing  the  sale 
of  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
each  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Indiana,  payable  from  the  general 
revenues  and  funds  of  said  City,  or  from  the  Sinking  Fund  of  said 
City,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
money  to  be  used  in  making  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  in 
the  highways  and  in  and  about  the  waterways  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  caused  by  the  recent  flood,  and  .providing  for 
the  time  and  manner  of  advertising,  sale  of  bonds  and  the  reeeipl 
of  bids  for  the  same,  together  with  the  mode  and  terms  of  sale, 
and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Whereas,   It  is  deemed   necessary   and   proper  for  the  best   interests 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  improve  and 
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repair  the  damage  to  the  highways,  waterways  and  other  public  places 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  caused  by  the  recent  flood,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with  which  to  meet  the  aforesaid 
expenditures  for  such  public  welfare,  and  it  being  necessary  for  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  to  borrow  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($150,000.00)  in  order  to  produce  such  a  fund'  to  be 
devoted  to  such  purposes,  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  such  an 
amount  payable  from  the  general  revenues  and  funds  of  said  City,  or 
from  the  Sinking  Fund,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law;  therefore: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  City  Controller  of  said  City  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  flood  repairs  and  improvements  for  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, to  prepare  and  sell  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  new  bonds  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  of  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  which  bonds  shall  bear  date  of  May  1, 
1013,  and  shall  be  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  one  hundred  fifty  (150) 
both  inclusive;  shall  be  designated  as  "Flood  Bonds  of  1913";  shall 
mature  on  May  1,  1943 ;  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent. 
(4%)  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the

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Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  lined  in  any 
sum  not  more  than  twenty-live  dollars  ($25.00)  and  each  day  such  vio- 
lation  shall  continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

General  Ordinance  No.  33 — 1913 :  An  ordinance  supplementing  an  or- 
dinance entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  privies,"  approved  July 
7,  1873. 

KkctiOxV  1.  Be  it. ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  every  privy,  privy  vault,  outhouse,  or  other  building 
used  as  a  privy,  shall  be  so  screened  or  otherwise  protected  by  the 
owner  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  the  property  upon  which  said  privy  is 
Located,  that  flies  shall  not  have  access  to  the  vault  of  said  privy.  The 
screening  shall  be  done  in  the  following  manner,  to-wit:  windows, 
ventilating  flues  and  all  other  openings  of  whatever  size,  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  a  wire  screen  of  not  coarser  than  14  mesh  wire  gauze.  The 
door  of  said  privy  shall  be  fitted  with  a  self-closing  screen  door  of  not 
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coarser  than  14  mesh  wire  gauze,  or  with  ;i  tight,  fly-proof,  self-closing 
door,  mid  such  door  shall  be  kepi  closed  at  all  times.  All  privy  vaults 
hereafter  made  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  conveniently  cleaned, 
and  shall  be  made  and  maintained  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the 
contents  thereof  from  escaping.  No  privy  vault  or  cess  pool  shall  here- 
after be  constructed  on  any  lot  adjoining  a  street  or  alley  containing  a 
sanitary  sewer. 

Section  2.  Wherever  a  stable  is  maintained  for  the  care  of  one  or 
more  horses,  nudes,  cows,  or  other  animals,  the  owner  of  said  stable 
Shall  construe!  and  maintain  a  solid  brick,  concrete  or  wooden  manure 
container,  the  floor  of  which  shall  be  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material,  and  such  container  shall  be  provided  with  a  self-closing,  fly- 
proof  door  or  lid.  All  containers  having  a  cubical  content,  of  more  than 
fifty  (50)  cubic  feel  shall  be  provided  with  a  ventilating  flue  screened 
with  a  wire  screen  of  not  coarser  than  14  mesh  wire  gauze.  All  manure 
from  such  stable  or  place  where  such  animals  are  kept,  shall  be  col- 
led ed  in  such  fly-proof  container  at  least  twice  daily.  The  contents  of 
such  container  shall  be  removed  as  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  Notice  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  if  delivered  to  the  per- 
son, firm,  corporation  or  public  officer  to  be  notified;  if  left  with  any 
adult  person  at  the  usual  residence  or  place  of  business  of  the  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  public  officer  to  be  notified;  if  mailed  to  the  last 
known  address  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  public  officer  to  be 
notified  and  not  returned  by  the  postoffice  authorities ;  if  left  with  any 
adult  person  at  the  office  or  place  of  business  of  any  agent  of  the  per- 
son, firm,  corporation  or  public  officer  to  be  notified..  Notice  to  a  cor- 
poration within  the  city  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  be 
deemed  to  have  been  served  upon  such  corporation  if  served  upon  the 
president,  secretary,  manager,  superintendent  or  any  principal  officer 
of  such  corporation  in  any  manner  herein  provided.  Notice  to  a  foreign 
corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  be  deemed  to  have 
been  served,  if  served  upon  any  agent  or  representative  of  such  corpora- 
tion within  the  city  in  any  manner  herein  provided.  If  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  upon  whom  the  notice  hereinbefore  required  shall  have 
been  served  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  is 
in  such  notice  directed  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  service,  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  order  that  the  same  be 
done  by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  their  department,  and  that  the 
cost  thereof  shall  be  reported  to  them.  Thereupon,  said  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  certify  the  cost  of  such  construc- 
tion, repairs  or  other  necessary  work  to  the  city  controller,  who  shall 
place  the  same  upon  the  tax  duplicate  as  a  charge  against  the  pen-son. 
firm,  or  corporation  owning  said  property,  which  cost  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  said  property. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  public  officer  violating 
or  failing  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or 
with  any  ovder  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  in 
reference  to  this  Ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty   ($50)   dollars.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  fol- 
lowing described  contiguous  territory,  all  of  which  is  hereby  annexed 
to  and  made  a  part  of  the  territory  constituting  and  forming  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the  Allisonville  Free  Gravel

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  that  every  police  officer  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall 
make  daily  inspections  of  all  streets,  alleys,  vaults,  buildings,  premises, 
and  all  public  and  private  places,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  with  ref- 
erence to  whether  the  condition  of  such  places  are  dangerous  or  un- 
sanitary, and  whether  such  places  show  any  evidence  of  the  violation 
of  any  City  ordinance. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  police  officer  to  make 
report  each  day  of  all  accidents  and  injuries  to  persons  or  property, 
occurring  in  his  respective  district,  and  report  all  dangerous  conditions 
of  any  street,  alley,  or  public  place  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  to  report 
all  conditions  in  his  district  which  appear  to  be  unsanitary  and  which 
are  violations  of  any  City  ordinance.  All  such  reports  shall  be  sep- 
arate and  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  officer  making  such  report, 
and  shall  show  the  name  of  the  person  injured,  and  the  person  offend- 
ing, also  the  place  and  the  time  when  the  accident  occurred,  and  where 
the  offense  is  committed,  together  with  the  names  of  any  persons  known 
to  be  witnesses. 

Such  officer  shall  upon  complaint  or  upon  observing  any  unsanitary 
or  dangerous  condition  of  a  street,  alley,  or  public  or  private  place, 
which  constitutes  a  violation  of  any  City  ordinance,  immediately  serve 
a  written  notice  upon  the  occupant  of  such  premises,  or  if  the  same 
is  unoccupied,  upon  the  owner  thereof,  notifying  such  persons  of  such 
unsanitary  or  dangerous  condition,  describing  the  same,  and  requiring 
such  condition  to  be  corrected,  the  premised  cleaned,  or  the  danger  re- 
moved within  five  (5)  days  from  the  time  of  such  notice,  and  such 
officer  is  required  to  file  a  copy  of  such  notice  with  his  service  thereon, 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Police. 

Each  officer  is  required  to  make  daily  reports  of  all  instances  where 
public  lights  have  not  been  kept  lighted  during  the  night,  by  any  pub- 
lic service  corporation  furnishing  street  lights  for  public  use  for  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  3.  That  all  such  reports  made  by  such  police  officer  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  public  records  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  "the 
public  at  large,  and  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  4.  That  any  police  officer  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  fail- 
ing to  make  any  such  report  as  herein  provided  for,  and  failing  to  serve 
the  notices  herein  required  to  be  served  shall  be  liable  to  suspension, 
after  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  for  a  period  of  not 
to  exceed  thirty   (30)    days  without  pay. 

Section  5.  That  after  the  period  of  five  (5)  days  has  expired  with- 
in which  the  occupant  or  owner  should  have  cleaned  or  removed,  or 
repaired  the  dangerous  or  unsanitary  conditions,  and  the  same  has 
not  been  so  corrected,  changed,  cleansed  and  repaired,  such  police  offi- 
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cer  shall  immediately  cause  an  affidavit  to  be  prepared  charging  such 
person  with  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  shown  to  have  been  vio- 
lated. 

Section  6.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  here- 
with are  now  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  Whereas  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  taking 
effect  of  this  Act,  the  same  is  now  declared  to  be  in  force  and  effect 
immediately  from  and  after  its  passing.

Dear  Sir  :  Having  had  submitted  to  us  for  examination  General  Or- 
dinance No.  33,  1913,  concerning  the  regulation  of  privies,  together  with 
the  committee's  report  thereon,  kindly  be  advised  that  we  have  examined 
the  same,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  all  of  the"  sections  of  the  original 
ordinance,  and  all  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  report  of  the 
committee  are  valid  provisions,  and  within  the  powers  granted  to  the 
Council  by  the  Legislature,  except  so  much  of  Section  3  of  the  original 
ordinance  which  provides  that  the  cost  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the 
property.  The  city  would  probably  have  the  right  to  make  the  cost  col- 
lectible against  the  party  by  suit,  but  would  have  no  right  to  arbitrarily 
declare  it  a  lien  and  proceed  after  notice  with  the  necessary  construction. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  title  of  Ordinance  No.  33,  1913,  should  be 
amended  simply  to  show  An  Ordinance  Regulating  Privies,  which  without 
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,i  repealing  clause  would  be  treated  as  a  supplemental  ordinance.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  it  adds  any  strength  to  the  ordinance  to  call  it  a 
supplemental  ordinance,  but  it  would  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance,  but  would  only  result  in  possible  confusion.  On  the  other 
baud,  there  arc  so  many  defunct  ordinance's  with  reference  to  privies  and 
vaults  that  il  might  be  well  lo  insert  a  repealing  clause,  repealing  all 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  Ibis  ordinance.

Gentlemen — The  summer  season  is  approaching  when  the  demand 
for  the  work  of  the  Pure  Milk  Stations  will  be  greatly  increased.  This 
work,  which  has  been  conducted  under  the  general  direction  and  partly 
at  the  expense  of  the  City  Board  of  Health  for  several  seasons,  has  in- 
creased in  importance  and  efficiency  each  year.  Under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances the  possibilities  of  the  work  for  this  summer  would  be  great- 
ly increased  over  any  previous  summer. 

In  addition  to  this  normal  growth  we  have  had  an  unusual  catastrophe, 
which  will  be  followed  by  greatly  increased  morbidity  and  mortality 
among  the  babies  of  the  city  unless  adequate,  means  are  provided  to 
cope  with  the  situation.  This  catastrophe  has  not  only  increased  the 
need,  but  will  doubtless  result  to  a  considerable  extent  in  decreasing 
the  amount  of  money  which  can  be  obtained  from  private  sources.

Third  Annual  Message  of  Samuel  Lewis  Shank,  Mayor  of  the  City 

of  Indianapolis. 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis : 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  charter  regulations  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  I  beg  leave  to  report  to  you;  and  through  your  body 
to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  city 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1912. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  transacted  a  large  amount  of  busi- 
ness during  the  year,  especially  in  the  line  of  street,  sidewalk  and  sewer 
const  ruction.  In  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  at  the  beginning 
of  this  administration  no  improvements  were  made  over  the  protest  of 
a  majority  of  the  resident  property  owners  and  where  there  were  con- 
tracts the  Street  Oar  Company  was  required  to  pave  the  space  occupied 
by  its  tracks  at  the  time  the  streets  were  being  improved.  The  Board 
also  required  the  Street  Car  Company  to  repair  or  reconstruct  a  num- 
ber of  lines  where  street   improvements  were  not  being  made. 

In  connection  with  the  plan  of  improving  the  Fire  Department  the 
Hoard  sold  to  J.  Kilns  Eastman  for  $85,00ty  the  old  Fire  Headquarters 
building  and  purchased  a  new  site  at  Alabama  and  New  York  streets  for 
the  sum  of  .$147,500. 

The  Departments  of  City  Civil  Engineer,  Street  Cleaning' and  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  have  done  efficient  work  and  have  been  operated 
economically  as  will  be  shown  by  the  detailed  report  showing  the  mile- 
age covered  and  amount  of  work  done. 
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On  January  1,  1013,  the  report  of  the  Finance  Department  shows  the 
cash  balance  in  the  genera]  fund  was  $371,254.40,  including  special  appro- 
priation balances  amounting  to  $336,639.55,  Leaving  ;i  ael  cash  balance 
available  for  general  purposes  of  $34,614.88.  The  detailed  report  of 
the  Department  contained  in  this  volume  showing  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements,  is  well  worthy  of  perusal.  Despite  the  unusually  heavy 
drain  a  good  showing  is  made  and  Controller  Wallace  is  to  he  com- 
mended tor  his  wis"  judgment   in  handling  the  City's  finances. 

The  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  to  he  commended  tor  its  work. 
Through  its  efforts  the  Civil  Service  rule  for  policemen  and  firemen, 
which  requires  a  strict  mental  and  physical  examination  for  all  appli- 
cants, was  adopted.  This  means  a  better  grade  of  men  and  consequently 
adds  to  the  efficiency  of  both  departments.  The  department  also  per- 
fected the  plans  for  the  new  Police  anf  Fire  Department  Headquarters 
and  by  making  additions  and  improving  the  equipment  of  the  tire  force 
brought  it  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  Fire  Underwriters'  Associa- 
tion. 1  also  wish  to  compliment  Messrs.  Davis,  Iteasoner  and  Sisloff, 
board  members,  for  the  improvements  at  the  City  Market.  Our  Market, 
although  somewhat  cramped  for  space,  is  now  regarded  as  one  of  the 
best  in  the  country.  The  Police  Department  under  the  direction  of 
Martin  J.  Hyland,  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  Although  considerably 
smaller  than  the  departments  of  cities  of  the  same  size,  it  has  done  ex- 
cellent work.  By  perfecting  the  traffic  regulations  in  down  town  streets 
many  accidents  have  no  doubt  been  avoided  and  the  possibility  of  con- 
gested conditions  eliminated. 

During  the  year  comprehensive  plans  were  adopted  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  for  adding  several  units  to  the  City  Hos- 
pital. The  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
adopted  this  method  in  order  that  the  building  might  be  added  to  by 
succeeding  boards  without  changing  the  general  plan.  At  present  a  unit 
which  includes  an  obstetrical  ward,  children's  ward  and  general  medicin'e 
ward  is  under  construction.  The  Department  also  adopted  a  plan  by 
which  typhoid  vaccine  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  citizens.  As  a 
result  the  typhoid  fever  rate  was  the  lowest  of  any  preceding  year  in  the 
history  of  the  department.  School  inspection  has  again  proved  its 
worth  by  helping  to  prevent  contagious  disease. 

In  the  days  of  sordid  commercialism  we  should  not  forget  the  beauti- 
ful things  of  life.  A  city  ueeds  its  breathing  spots  and  its  playgrounds 
as  well  as  its  factories  and  other  industries,  in  providing  the  former 
I  am  pleased  to  say  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  composed  of 
Dr.  Henry  Jameson,  John  J.  Appel,  Charles  E.  Coffin  and  Ferdinand  I.. 
Mayer,  has  been  unusually  active.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  enumerate  all 
that  was  done  during  the  year,  but  I  will  say  what  was  accomplished 
will  go  a  long  way  toward  placing  Indianapolis  in  the  front  rank  of  the 
beautiful  cities  of  the  country.  The  work  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
is  not  for  today  but  for  all  time.  In  future  years  when  Indianapolis 
becomes  a  city  many  times  larger  than  it  now  is,  the  people  will  hold 
in  grateful  remembrance  the  names  of  the  men  who  planned  to  make 
their  home  surroundings  more  beautiful. 

The  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  also  to  be  highly  com- 
mended for  its  efficient  work.  Because  of  the  tireless  energy  (^'  Inspector 
Wulfson,  who  has  proved  to  the  purchasing  public  and  honest  dealer 
that  his  activity  in  enforcing  the  law  was  with  good  .judgment,  it  has 
become  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of  the  city  government. 
The  high  cost  of  living  question  is  one  that  touches  the  purse  string  of 
every  wage  earner  in  the  land  and  this  department,  in  its  endeavor  to 
promote  honesty  and  square  dealing,  should  receive  the  encouragement 
of  all  fair  minded  people. 
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year,  speaking  well  of  the  prosperity  of  the  community.    The  Building 

Building  operations  established  a  new  record  in  the  City  during  the 
Inspection  Department  was  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  two  more 
deputy  inspectors,  who  were  appointed  through  a  Civil  Service  exam- 
ination. The  rigid  inspection  afforded  through  the  Department,  is  a 
service  the  private  property  owners  would  find  difficult  to  obtain  in  any 
other  manner,  Realizing  this,  the  public  during  the  last  year,  has 
shown  a  spirit  of  closer  co-operation  with  the  Department.  A  new 
Building  ('ode  was  prepared  by  Thomas  A.  Winterrowd,  Chief  of  the 
Department.  Unfortunately  this  has  not  yet  been  passed,  and  the  De- 
partment has  been  hampered  somewhat  on  that  account. 

The  tight  for  the  elimination  of  objectionable  smoke  has  been  pros- 
ecuted vigorously.  Few  arrests  have  been  made,  it  is  true,  but  the  man- 
ufacturers and  railroads  have  shown  a  commendable  co-operative  spirit 
with  Jacob  P.  Brown,  City  Smoke  Inspector,  and  vast  improvement  in 
the  local  situation  is  noted. 

A  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  elevators  and  no  elevator  accident, 
that  could  be  attributed  to  neglect  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
Elevator  Inspector,  has  occurred.  The  Elevator  Inspection  Department 
is  one  of  the  most  vital  to  the  safety  of  the  community. 

The  Law  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Kealing, 
has  done  very  good  work  during  the  year.  Judgments  against  the  city, 
to  the  amount  of  $29,000,  heired  from  the  previous  administration,  have 
been  reversed  by  the  Appellate  and  Supreme  Courts  of  the  State.  Com- 
promise settlements  in  the  Khodius  and  Burdsal  estates,  secured  for  the 
city  an  aggregated  sum  of  $643,062.50.  All  matters  coming  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legal  Department  have  been  handled  quickly,  efficiently 
and  economically  and  the  city  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  result.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  lirm 
or  corporation  owning,  using  or  having  the  management  or  control  of 
any  vehicle  or  conveyance  while  in  use  upon  the  public  streets  and 
highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  permit  any  material  to  be 
carried  upon  such  conveyance  in  such  a  manner  that  said  material 
shall  extend  more  than  three  feet  beyond  the  body  or  bed  of  such  con- 
veyance in  any  direction  without  securely  fastening  upon  the  end  of 
such  material  so  overhanging,  a  stiff  white  sign  of  durable  material, 
with  the  word  "danger"  printed  on  both  sides  of  such  sign.  Such  sign 
shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  square,  and  the  lettering  thereon, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  legible  black  type  and  as  large  as  possible  con- 
sidering the  size  of  such  sign.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
apply  to  officers  of  corporations  who'  shall  have  charge  or  control  of 
such  conveyances,  as  well  as  to  the  drivers  thereof. 

Section  2.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  .3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks 
in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion, printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

Dear  Sib:  Referring  to  General  Ordinance  No.  40.  1913,  kindly  be 
advised  that  it  is  our  opinion  thai  the  Council  has  the  right  (o  establish 
quiet  zones  in  different  p;u*1s  of  the  city  where  the  business  conducted, 
such  as  hospitals  or  other  institutions  would  require  greater  quiet  to 
be  observed  than  in  the  ordinary  business  portions  of  the  city. 

The  only  objections  which  might  be  urged  to  the  ordinance  No.  40 
as  presented,  are  the  following: 

1.  Whether  hospitals  are  the  only  institutions  which  admit  of  being 
included  within  the  quiet  zone.  If  they  are,  your  ordinance  would  be 
valid  in  that  respect.     If,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  other  institu- 
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tions  maintained,  such  as  the  Central  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  or  court 
houses  where  quiet  should  be  observed,  and  school  houses  where  dur- 
ing school  sessions  it  is  especially  important  that  no  loud  noises  be 
made,  might  he  of  a  class  similar  to  hospitals,  which,  if  they  were,  the 
inclusion  only  of  hospital  would  show  a  classification  which  would  not 
support   the  ordinance. 

2.  Again,  section  3  provides  "against  the  making  or  causing  or  per- 
mitting to  he  made,  any  unnecessary  noise  or  the  playing  of  itinerant 
musicians  upon  the  public  streets,  such  noises  to  he  of  such  character 
as  to  disturb  or  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  any  of  the  in- 
mates. This  section  would  make  the  ordinance  very  difficult  of  en- 
forcement, because  of  the  use  of  the  word  "unnecessary"  noise,  and 
could  only  he  enforced  upon  a  showing  that  the  person  making  a  noise 
deliberately  did  it  for  the  purpose  of  offense.  In  other  cities  I  think 
you  will  find  that  parties  are  prevented  from  making  any  noise,  the 
burden  upon  them  to  show,  as  a  matter  of  defense,  that  if  they  did 
make  a  noise  it  was  in  the  interest  of  prevention  of  danger  or  accident. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  when  the  two  objections  urged  are  removed, 
that  the  ordinance  would  be  valid.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  ordinance 
as  it  stands  would  not  be  valid,  and  difficult  of  enforcement.

Dear  Sir:  Referring  lo  General  Ordinance  No.  40.  1913,  kindly  be 
advised  thai  it  is  our  opinion  thai  the  Council  has  the  right  lo  establish 
quiet  zones  in  differenl  parts  of  (he  city  where  the4  business  conducted, 
such  as  hospitals  or  other  institutions  would  require  greater  quiet  to 
be  observed  than  in  the  ordinary  business  portions  of  the  city. 

The  only  objections  which  might  be  urged  to  the  ordinance  Xo.  40 
as  presented,  are  the  following: 

1.  Whether  hospitals  are  the  only  institutions  which  admit  of  being 
included  within  the  quiet  zone.  If  they  are,  your  ordinance  would  be 
valid  in  that  respect,     If,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  other  institn.. 
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tions  maintained,  such  ms  the  Central  Hospital  for  the  [nsane,  or  court 
bouses  where  quiet  should  be  observed,  and  school  houses  where  dur- 
Ing  school  sessions  it  is  especially  important  that  no  loud  noises  be 
made,  might  be  of  a  class  similar  to  hospitals,  which,  if  they  were,  the 
inclusion  only  of  hospital  would  show  a  classification  which  would  not 
supporl  the  ordinance. 

2.  Again,  section  3  provides  "against  the  making  or  causing  or  per- 
mitting to  be  made,  any  unnecessary  noise  or  the  playing  of-  itinerant 
musicians  niton  the  public  streets,  such  noises  to  he  of  such  character 
as  to  disturb  or  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  any  of  the  in- 
mates. This  section  would  make  the  ordinance1  very  difficult  of  en- 
forcement, because  of  the  use  of  the  word  "unnecessary"  noise,  and 
could  only  he  enforced  upon  a  showing  that  the  person  making  a  noise 
deliberately  did  it  for  the  purpose  of  offense.  In  other  cities  I  think 
you  will  find  that  parties  are  prevented  from  making  any  noise,  the 
burden  upon  them  to  show,  as  a  matter  of  defense,  that  if  they  did 
make  a  noise  it  was  in  the  interest  of  prevention  of  danger  or  accident. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  when  the  two  objections  urged  are  removed, 
that  the  ordinance  would  he  valid.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  ordinance 
as  it  stands  would  not  he  valid,  and  difficult  of  enforcement.

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit:  on  the  21sf  day  of  July,  1913,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered 
into  the  following  contract  and  agreement'  with  the  Ciiion  Traction 
( lompany  of  Indiana,  namely  : 

Tins  Agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  21st  day  of  July,  1913, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  (here- 
inafter called  "The  City"),  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  Union  Traction  Company  of  Indiana  (here- 
inafter called   the  "Traction  Company"),  an    interurban   street  railroad 
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company,  duly  organized  and  incorporated  under  the  Laws  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,   party   of   the   second,   part,   witnesseth:

Whereas,  Under  said  contracts  and  contracts  between  said  Indian- 
apolis Northern  Traction  Company  and  former  Union  Traction  Company 
of  Indiana  and  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Indi- 
anapolis Traction  and  Terminal  Company,  lessee  of  the  street  railroads 
of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company,  the  Traction  Company, 
party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  has  been  engaged  in  operating  the  pas- 
senger and  express  cars  of  its  said  Marion,  Muneie  and  Anderson  line 
of  interurban  railroad  to  and  from  a  central  point  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
oplis  over  and  upon  the  line  of  street  railroad  of  said  Indianapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  laid  in  Sutherland  avenue  between  the  north 
line  of  Thirtieth  street  and  the  intersection  of  College  avenue  and 
Twenty-eighth  street  and  at  certain  points  between  said  termini,  in  a 
private  right  of  way  along  the  east  bank  of  Fall  Creek;  and 

Whereas,  The  interurban  railroad  of  the  Traction  Company  extends 
from  its  connection  at  Thirtieth  street  and  Sutherland  avenue  with  the 
street  railway  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  in  a  north- 
erly direction  in  and  along  Sutherland  avenue  or  the  Millersville  Pike 
to  Thirty-third  street  and  Martindale  avenue,  which  part  of  said  inter- 
urban railroad  was  not  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis at  the  time  of  its  construction  but  has  been  brought  and  is 
now  within  said  limits  by  extension  of  the  boundaries  of  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  Heretofore  on  or  about  the  25th  day  of  March.  1913,  the 
street  railway  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company  in 
Sutherland  avenue  between  the  north  line  of  Thirtieth  si  reel  and  Col- 
lege avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Twenty-eighth  street  and  between

Muncie  and  Anderson  line  over  said  temporary  line  and 
the  street  railroad  of  the  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  in  Cornell 
avenue  and  Twenty-seventh  street  to  College  avenue  and  in  College 
avenue  and  the  other  streets  and  avenues  described  in  said  contract  of 
Angnsi  tih.  L902,  to  and  from  the  central  point  designated  in  said 
contract  :  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desired  by  both  the  City  and  the  Traction  Company 
that  there  shall  be  secured  to  the  Traction  Company  permanent  lines 
and  routes  for  the  operation  in  and  out  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  of 
the  interurban  passenger,  freight  and  express  cars  of  its  said  Marion, 
Muncie  and  Anderson  line  of  interurban  railroad  in  lieu  of  that  part 
of  the  line  and  route  heretofore  used  by  it  in  Sutherland  avenue  and 
the  Millersville  Pike  between  Thirty-third  street  and  College  avenue 
at  its  intersection  with  Twenty-eighth  street  and  in  a  private  right  of 
way  along  the  east  bank  of  Fall  Creek  between  said  points,  and  for  the 
abandonment  of  said  latter  line  and  route,  and  said  temporary  line  and 
route  in  Thirtieth  street,  Cornell  avenue  and  Twenty-seventh  street,  and 
also  for  the  division  of  the  cars  operated  by  the  Traction  Company 
upon  its  Marion,  Muncie  and  Anderson  line  between  said  permanent 
lines  and  routes. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  it  is  agreed  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Traction  Company  as  follows: 

1.  The  consent,  permission  and  authority  of  the  City  are  hereby 
given  and  granted  to  the  Traction  Company  and  it  shall  have  the  right: 
(a)  To  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  line  of  interurban  street 
railroad  with  single  or  double  tracks,  to  be  operated  by  electricity, 
or  other  improved  power,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  said  City,  with  all  proper  and  convenient  cross-overs,  turn-outs,  side- 
tracks, switches,  feeder-lines,  trolley  wires,  telephone  lines,  poles  and 
appurtenances  which  may  be  necessary  to  the  successful  operation  of 
such  line,  beginning  at  a  connection  with  the  present  line  of  the  Union 
Traction  Company  of  Indiana  at  or  near  Orchard  street  and  extending 
thence  west  on  the  line  of  Thirty-eighth  street  produced,  or  near  that 
line,  across  the  Millersville  Pike,  the  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad 
and  Fall  Creek,  and  on,  along  or  across  all  the  intervening  streets,  ave- 
nues, boulevards  and  alleys  now  or  hereafter  opened,  to  a  connection 
with  the  line  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  on 
Fairground  avenue  at  or  near  Hemlock  avenue.  The  crossing  of 
Orchard  street  and  the  Millersville  Pike  may  be  at  or  above  grade, 
at  the  option  of  the  Company,  but  in  case  such  crossing  shall  be  above 
grade  a  vertical  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet  above  the 
present  grade  shall  be  provided.  The  crossing  of  Fall  Creek  Boule- 
v.-ird  shall  be  above  grade,  and  a  vertical  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  feet  above  the  present  established  gnfde  shall  be  provided.  All 
necessary  changes  in  the  grades  and  construction  of  any  of  the  other 
streets,  avenues  and  alleys  on,  along  or  across  which  said  line  shall  be 
constructed  may  be  made  by  the  Company.  Such  changes  may  be 
made  at  the  over-crossing  by  the  Monon  Railroad  of  Fairground  avenue 
so  as  to  provide  a   vertical  clearance  of  at  least  fifteen    (15)   feet  and 
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six  (6)  inches,  and  if  possible  sixteen  (16)  feet,  between  the  top  of 
the  rail  and  the  trolley  wire. 

Also  to  operate  all  oars  of'  its  Marion,  Muncie,  Anderson  and  Lndi- 
anapolis line  except  its  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  cars  and  its  freight 
and  express  cars  over  said  line  anil  the  lines  of  the  Indianapolis  Trac- 
tion and  Terminal  Company  from  said  connection  on  Fairground 
avenue,  and  over  Fairground  avenue  and  College  avenue  to  a  connec- 
tion with  the  presold  authorized  route  on  College  avenue  south  of  Fall 
Creek. 

The  rights  granted  shall  not  he  diminished  or  otherwise  affected  by 
any  extension  of  the  limits  of  the  City,  but  shall  continue  in  full  force, 
nor  shall  anything  herein  contained  abridge  the  rigid  of  the  Traction 
Company  under  the  contract  of  August  4th,  1902,  between  tin;  City  and 
the  Indianapolis  Northern  Traction  Company  to  operate  all  passenger, 
freight  and  express  cars  of  its  Logansport,  Fern,  Kokoino  and  Indi- 
anapolis line  in  and  along  College  avenue  as  it  is  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  included  in  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
the  other  streets  and  avenues  of  said  city  specified  and  described  in 
said  contract. 

(b)  To  construct,  maintain  and  operate  for  the  carriage  of  passen- 
gers, baggage,  freight  and  express  a  line  of  interurban  street  railroad 
with  single  or  double  tracks,  to  be  operated  by  electricity,  or  other  im- 
proved power,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said 
City,  with  all  proper  and  convenient  cross-overs,  spurs,  turn-outs,  side- 
tracks, switches,  feeder-lines,  trolley  wires,  telephone  lines,  poles  and 
appurtenances  which  may  be  necessary  to  the  successful  operation  of 
such  line  from  a  connection  with  the  present  line  of  the  Union  Traction 
Company  of  Indiana  on  the  Millersville  Pike  east  of  the  Lake  Erie 
and  Western  railroad  at  or  near  Thirty-third  street,  and  thence  south 
in  Martindale  avenue  to  a  connection  with  the  line  of  the  Indianapolis 
Traction  and  Terminal  Company  at  or  near  Twenty-fifth  street. 

Also  to  operate  cars  for  the  carriage  of  passengers,  baggage,  freight, 
aud  express  over  the  lines  of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal 
Company  between  said  connection  in  Martindale  avenue  at  or  near 
Twenty-fifth  street,  in  Martindale  avenue,  Sixteenth  street,  Columbia 
avenue,  Roosevelt  avenue  and  Massachusetts  avenue  and  a  connection 
with  the  route  for  the  operation  of  such  cars  described  in  the  existing 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  Traction  Company  at  the  intersection 
of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  College  avenue,  and  over  the  lines  of  the 
Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  forming  such  route,  to- 
gether with  the  right  to  make  any  changes  in  the  curves  in  said  line 
necessary  to  adapt  the  same  to  the  more  convenient  and  safe  operation 
of  interurban  cars. 

The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  lower  the.  streets,  sidewalks,  sewers. 
drains,  tracks  and  other  structures  at  the  points  on  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  Tenth  street  where  said  line  and  the  Brookside  avenue  line 
of  the  Indianapolis  Traction  and  Terminal  Company  (the  Brookside 
avenue  line  being  the  line  over  which  cars  of  the  Indianapolis,  New 
Castle  and  Eastern  Traction  Company,  of  which  the  Union  Traction 
Company  of  Indiana  is  lessee,  are  operated  between  Indianapolis  and 
New  Castle,  and  will  later  be  operated  between  Indianapolis  and  Mun-

quired for  the  construction  of  the  line  of  railroad  described  in  clause

:'>.  the  City  undertakes  and  agrees  to  do  the  work  of  lowering  the 
streets  or  elevating  the  overhead  crossing,  or  both,  at  the  points  in 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Tenth  street  described  in  clause  (b),  at  its 
own  expense  as  to  the  entire  cost,  if  any,  of  relocating,  reconstructing 
or  otherwise  changing  the  sewer,  or  other  underground  structures  at 
said  point,  including  all  cost  incident  to  or  occasioned  thereby.  The 
Traction  Company  undertakes  and  agrees  to  repay  to  the  City  the  ex- 
pense of  all  other  work  necessarily  done  by  it  in  lowering  the  streets 
or  elevating  the  overhead  crossing,  or  both,  at  said  points,  upon  the 
rendition  of  itemized  statements  thereof  certified  by  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  and  approved  by   the  Board   of  Public  Works. 

4.  On  and  after  the  completion  of  the  line  described  in  clause  (b)

Whereas,  Said  City  Hospital  maintains  ambulances,  said  ambulances 
are  of  modern  type,  which  should  enable  them  to  reach  any  part  of  the 
city  within  a   short  time;  and. 

Whereas,  Said  City  Hospital  was  notified  by  telephone  by  one  Mr. 
C.  N.  Thomas,  and  that  an  unnecessary  delay  existed  before  the  ambu-, 
lance  reached  the  injured  fireman ;  and, 

Whereas,  One  Mr.  McClurc,  chauffeur  for  the  city  ambulance,  stated 
that  the  delay  was  caused  on  account  that  he  had  to  awaken  the  physi- 
cian before  he  could  leave  the  City  Hospital  with  the  ambulance;   and, 

Whereas,  Numerous  complaints  have1  been  made  that  the  ambulance 
lias  been  slow  in  reaching  the  place  of  the  sick  and  injured;

danger  unless  under  strict  supervision  and  regulation  by  those  who  arc 
under  oath  to  protect  the  interests  of  the*  people;  and. 

Whereas,  One  of  (he  .u-as  companies  now  doing  business  in  Indian- 
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apolis  is  dependenl   upon  the  city's  sufferance  for  its  rights  in  the  city's 
streets;  and, 

Whereas,  The  officers  of  this  company  have  repeatedly  made  state- 
ments which  indicate  thai  the  company  is  able  to  make  and  sell  i,r;is 
at  a  price  greatly  under  thai  which  is  now  being  charged  the  consumer 
and  si  ill  make  a  fair  return  on  the  money  actually  invested  in  their 
gas  plant  and  mains,  and  other  statements  which  indicate  that  the 
management  does  not  contemplate  operating  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Company,  hut    is  willing  to  lease  or  sell  its  holdings;  and, 

Whebeas,  It  is  within  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Common  Council 
of  Indianapolis  to  make  an  investigation  which  will  disclose  the 
purposes  of  this  public  utility  corporation  and  establish  what  is  a 
fair  rate  to  be  paid  by  the  gas  consumer  for  artificial  gas;  therefore, 
.Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  President  of  the  Common  Council  ap- 
point a  special  committee  of  three  members  to  investigate  the  gas  situ- 
a  I  ion  in  Indianapolis,  especially  as  to  the  legal  rights  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Company,  the  physical  valuation  of  the  said  company,  the 
relation,  if  any,  between  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Company  and  the  Citi-

The  aggregate  of  the  estimates  as  submitted  by  the  Departments  of 
finance,  Law,  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety  is  $2,269,081.25,  which 
requests  I  have  reduced  in  the  aggregate  to  $2,191,544.25,  showing  a  net 
cut  from  the  requests  of  the  several  departments  of  $77,537.00. 

I  estimate  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than  taxes  for 
the  year  1914  will  amount  to  $550,000.00;  this  leaves  the  sum  of  $1,G43,- 
544.25  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  a  tax  levy  for  general  city  purposes  of  seven- 
ty-two (72)  cents,  and  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  for  general  city  pur- 
poses; six  (0)  cents  for  track  elevation  fund;  five  (5)  cents  for  sink- 
ing fund;  nine  (9)  cents  for  general  park  fund;  ten  (10)  cents  for 
Hoard  of  Health  fund;  one-half  of  one  cent  for  school  health  fund; 
one  (1)  cent  for  recreation  fund;  one  (1)  ceilt  for  improvement  sink- 
ing fund;  one  (1)  cent  for  firemen's  pension  fund;  one  (1)  cent  for 
police  pension  fund,  making  a  total  of  one  dollar  and  six  and  one-half

Mr.  President:  I  move  that  General  Ordinance  No.  34,  1913,  en- 
titled "An  ordinance  fixing  the  Duties  of  Police  Officers,  providing  pun- 
ishment for  the  violation  of  such  duties,  repealing  ordinances  in  con- 
flict therewith  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect,"  be 
amended  by  striking  out  Sections  1  to  7  inclusive,  being  all  of  said 
ordinance  after  the  title  thereof,  and  that  the  following  be  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof: 

Skction  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  every  patrolman  of  , the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall 
make  daily  inspections  within  his  own  district  of  all  streets,  alleys, 
public  places  and  public  property  with  reference  to  the  existence  of 
dangerous  conditions  therein.  Each  such  patrolman  shall  also  make 
daily  inspections  in  his  own  district  of  private  premises  and  property 
with  reference  to  unsanitary  conditions  or  other  violations  of  City 
Ordinances  or   State  laws  therein  or  thereabout. 

Section  2.  Each  such  Police  Officer  shall  report  daily  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Police  all  accidents  and  injuries  to  person  or  property 
ocurring  in  his  district.  Each  such  report  shall  cover  but  one  case, 
which  will  be  in  writing  and  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  persons 
involved,  the  time  and  the  place  of  the  accident,  together  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  any  witnesses  thereof,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  officer  making  the  report. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  such  officer  to  make  separate  reports 
daily  of  all  dangerous  conditions  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  place 
within  his  district. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  such  officer  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen 
or  upon  personal  observation  of  any  unsanitary  or  dangerous  condition 
in  the  premises  or  vaults  where  such  conditions  amount  to  a  violation 
of  any  city  ordinance,  to  serve  immediately  a  written  notice  upon  the 
occupant  of,  such  premises,  or  if  the  same  is  unoccupied,  upon  the  owner 
thereof,  notifying  such  person  of  such  unsanitary  or  dangerous  condi- 
tions, describing  the  same  and  requiring  same  to  be  corrected  within  5 
days  from  the  time  of  such  notice.  And  such  officer  shall  file  a  copy 
of  such  notice  with  return  of  his  service  thereon  with  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Police  without  delay.

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  bo 
safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board- of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis.

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bands  must  be  united  in  such  a  way  as  to  develop  their  full  strength. 
The  ratio  of  the  unsupported  Length  of  the  column  to  diameter  of  hooped 
core  shall  not  exceed  eighl  (8).  (g)  Such  columns  with  longitudinal  bars 
and  hoops  of  spirals  may  be  stressed  axially  not  to  exceed  thirty-two 
(32)  per  cent,  of  the  ultimate  compressive  strength  of  the  concrete,  the 
longitudinal  steel  being  computed  to  carry  its  proportionate  load.  The 
hoops  or  bands,  a  re  not  to  be  counted  upon  directly  as  adding  to  the 
strength  of  the  column.

When  any  such  electrical  work  or  wiring  is  found  to  have  been  installed 
in  a  manner  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Buildings  is  hereby  empowered  to  remove  fuses,  cut  the  wires 
or  otherwise  render  the  system  inoperative  until  such  defects  have  been 
corrected  and  the  department  notified  in  writing  that  the  work  may  he 
again   inspected  and  approved.

Section  3G2.  Generators,  (a)  Must  he  located  in  a  dry  place,

gases  or  flyings  of  comhustihle  materials,  (c)  Must,  when  operating  at  a 
potential  in  excess  of  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts,  have  their  base 
frames  permanently  and  effectively  grounded.  Must,  when  operating 
at  a  potential  of  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts  or  less,  he  thoroughly 
insulated  from  the  ground  wherever  feasible.  Wooden  base  frames 
used  for  this  purpose,  and  wooden  floors  which  are  depended  upon  for 
insulation  where,  for  any  reason,  it  is  necessary  to  omit  the  base  frames, 
must  be  kept  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  moisture,  and  must  be  kept 
clean  and  dry.  (d)  Constant  potential  generators,  except  alternating 
current  machines  and  their  exciters,  must  he  protected  from  excessive 
current  by  safety  fuses  or  equivalent  devices.  For  two-wire,  direct  cur- 
rent generators,  single  pole  protection  will  he  considered  as  satisfying 
the  above  rule,  provided  the  safety  device  is  located  in  the  lead  not 
connected  to  the  series  winding.  When  supplying  three-wire  systems, 
the  generators  must  he  so  arranged  that  these  protective  devices  will 
come  in  the  outside  leids.  For  three-wire,  direct-current  generators,  a 
safety  device  must  he  placed  in  each  armature,  direct-current  lead,  or  a 
double  pole,  double  trip  circuit  breaker  in  each  outside  generator  lead 
and  corresponding  equalizer  connection,  (e)  Must  each  he  provided 
with  a  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the  capacity,  in  volts  and 
amperes,  and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per  minute,  (f)  Terminal 
blocks;  when  used  on  generators  must  be  made  of  approved  non-combusti- 
ble, non-absorptive,  insulating  material,  such  as  slate,  marble  or  porce- 
lain, (g)  The  use  of  soft  rubber  bushings  to  protect  the  lead  wires 
coming  through  the  frames  of  generators  is  permitted,  except  when  in- 
stalled where  oils,  grease,  oily  vapors  or  other  substances  known  to 
have  rapid  deleterious  effect  on  rubber,  are  present  in  such  quantities 
and  in  such  proximity  to  motor  or  dynamo  as  may  cause  such  bushings 
to  he  liable  to  rapid  destruction.  In  such  cases  hardwood  properly  filled, 
or  preferably  porcelain  or  micanite  bushings  must  be  used. 

Section  363.  Conductors,  (a)  Must  be  in  plain  sight  or  readily 
accessible.  Wire  from  generator  to  switchboard  may  be  placed  in  a 
run-way  in  the  brick  or  cement  pier  on  which  the  generator  stands.  When 
protection  against  moisture  is  necessary  lead  covered  cable  or  iron  con- 
duit must  lie  used,  (b)  Must  have  an  approved  insulating  covering,  ex- 
cept that  in  central  stations,  on  exposed  circuits,  the  wire  which  is  used 
must  have  a  heavy  braided,  non-combustible  outer  covering.  Bus-bars 
may  he  made  of  hare  metal.  Where  a  number  of  wires  are  brought  close 
togetter,  they  must  be  surrounded  with  a  tight,  non-combustible  outer 
cover.    Manic   proofing  most  be  stripped  hack  on   all   cables  a   sufficient 
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amount  to  give  the  necessary  insulation  distance  for  the  voltage  of  the 
circuit  on  which  the  cable  is  used,  (c)  Musi,  where  nol  in  a  conduit,  be 
kepi  so  rigidly  in  place  thai  they  cannol  conie  in  contact,  (d)  Musi  in  .-ill 
other  respects  he  installed  with  the  same  precautions  ;is  required  by  rules 
for  wires  carrying  ;i  currenl  of  the  same  voltage  and  potential,  (e)  In 
wiring  switchboards,  the  ground  detector  voltmeter,  pilot  lights  and  po- 
tential transformers  must  he  connected  to  a  circuil  of  net  less  than 
No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire  thai  is  protected  by  an  approved  fuse,  this  eir-< 
cuit  is  not  to  carry  over  six  hundred  sixty  (660)  watts. 

Section  .'Mil.  Switchboards,  (a)  Must  he  so  placed  as  to  reduce 
to  a  minimum  the  danger  of  communicating  fire  to  adjacenl  combustible 
material.  Switchboards  must  not  he  built  up  to  the  ceiling,  a  space  of 
three  feet  being  left,  if  possible,  between  the  ceiling  and  the  hoard.  The 
space  hack  of  the  hoard  must  he  kept  clear  of  rubbish  and  not  used  for 
storage  purposes,  (b)  Must  he  made  of  non-combustible  material  or  of 
hardwood  in  skeleton  form,  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  moisture.  If 
«vood  is  used  all  wires  and  all  currenl  carrying  parts  or  the  apparatus 
on  the  switchboard  must  be  separated  therefrom  by  non-combustible. 
non-absorptive,  insulating  material-  (<•)  Must  be  accessible  from  alt 
sides  when  the  connections  are  on  the  nack,  bul  may  be  placed  against 
a  brick  or  stone  wall  when  the  wiring  is  entirely  on  the  face.  If  the 
wiring  is  on  the  back,  there  must  be  a  clear  space  of  at  least  eighteen 
inches  between  the  wall  and  the  apparatus  on  the  hoard.  »  d)  Musi 
be  kept  free  from  moisture. 

Section  365.  Resistance  Boxes  and  Equalizers,  (a)  Must  be 
placed  on  a  switchboard,  or  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  (1  )  foot  from 
combustible  material,  or  separated  therefrom  by  a  slab  or  panel  of  non- 
combustible,  non-absorptive,  insulating  material  such  as  slate,  soapstone 
or  marble,  somewhat  larger  than  the  rheostat,  which  must  be  secured 
in  position  independently  of  the  rheostat  supports.  Bolts  for  supporting 
the  rheostat  shall  be  countersunk  at  least  one-eighth  (1-8)  inch  below 
the  surface  at  the  back  of  the  slab  and  filled.  For  proper  mechanical 
strength,  slab  should  be  of  a  thickness  consistent  with  the  size  am] 
weight  of  the  rheostat,  and  in  no  case  to  be  iess  than  one-half  (%■)' 
inch.  If  the  resistance  devices  are  installed  in  rooms  where  dust  or  com- 
bustible flyings  would  be  liable  to  accumulate  on  them,  they  must  be 
equipped  with  dust-proof  face  plates,  (b)  Where  protective  resistances 
are  necessary  in  connection!  with  automatic  rheostats,  incandescent  lamps 
may  be  used,  provided  that  they  do  not  carry  or  control  the  main  current 
nor  constitute  the  regulating  resistance  of  the  device.  When  so  used, 
lamps  must  be  mounted  in  porcelain  receptacles  upon  non-combust  ihle 
supports,  and  must  be  so  arranged  that  they  cannot  have  impressed  upon 
them  a  voltage  greater  than  that  for  which  they  are  rated.  They  must 
in  all  cases  be  provided  with  a  name-plate,  which  shall  be  permanently 
attached  beside  the  porcelain  receptacle  or  receptacles  and  stamped  with 
the  candlepower  and  voltage  of  the  lamp  or  lamps  to  be  used  in  each 
receptacle,  (c)  Wherever  insulated  wire  is  used  for  connection  between 
resistances  and  the  contact  plate  of  a  rheostat,  the  insulation  must  be 
slow  burning.  For  large  field  rheostats  ami  similar  resistances,  where 
the  contact  plates  are  not  mounted  upon  them,  the  connecting  wires 
may  be  run  together  in  groups  so  arranged  that  the  maximum  difference 
of  potential  between  any  two  (2)  wires  in  a  group  shall  not  exceed 
seventy-five  (75)  volts.  Each  group  of  wires  must  either  be  mounted  on 
non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulators  giving  at  least  one-half  (1-2) 
inch  separation  from  surface  wired  over,  or,  where  it  is  necessary  to 
protect  the  wires  from  mechanical  injury  or  moisture,  be  run  in  approved 
lined  conduit  or  equivalent. 

Section  366.  Lightning  Arresters,  (a)  Must  be  attached  to  each 
wire  of  every  overhead  circuil   connected  with  the  station,     (b)     Must 
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be  located  in  readily  accessible  places  away  from  combustible  materials, 
and  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  point  where  the  wires  enter  the  build- 
ing." In  all  cases,  kinks,  coils -and  sharp  heads  in  the  wires  between  the 
arresters  and  the  outdoor  lines  must  ho  avoided  as  far  as  possible,  (c) 
.Must  be  connected  with  a  thoroughly  good  and  permanent  ground  con- 
nection by  metallic  strips  or  wires  having  a  conductivity  not  less  than 
that  of  a  No.  C>  B.  &  S.  gauge  copper  wire,  which  must  run  as  nearly 
in  a  straight  line  as  possible  from  the  arrestors  to  the  ground  connection. 
Ground  wires  for  lightning  arrestors  must  not  he  attached  to  gas  pipes 
within  the  building  nor  he  run  inside  of  iron  pipes.  (d)  All  choke 
coils  or  other  attachments,  inherent  to  the  lightning  protection  equipment, 
shall  have  an  insulation  from  the  ground  or  other  conductors  equal  at 
least  to  the  insulation  demanded  at  other  points  of  the  circuit  in  the 
station. 

Section  307.  Testing  of  Insulation  Resistance,  (a)  All  circuits, 
except  such  as  are  permanently  grounded,  must  be  provided  with  relia- 
ble  ground  detectors.  Detectors  which  indicate  continuously  and  give 
an  instant  and  permanent  indication  of  a  ground  are  preferable.  Ground 
wires  from  detectors  must  not  be  attached  to  gas  pipes  within  the  build- 
ing, (h)  Where  continuously  indicating  detectors  are  not  feasible,  the 
circuits  should  he  tested  at  least  once  per  day. 

Section  368.  Motors,  (a)  Must,  when  operating  at  a  potential  in 
excess  of  five'  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts,  have  no  exposed  live  metal 
parts,  and  have  their  base  frames  permanently  and  eflectively  grounded. 
Motors  operating  at  a  potential  of  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts  or  less 
must  he  thoroughly  insulated  from  the  ground  wherever  feasible.  Wooden 
base  frames  used  for  this  purpose,  and  wooden  floors,  which  are  de- 
pended upon  for  insulation  where,  for  any  reason,  it  is  necessary  to 
omit  the  base  frames,  must  be  kept  filled  to  prevent  absorption  of  mois- 
ture, and  must  be  kept  clean  and  dry.  Where  frame  insulation  is  im- 
practicable the  frame  must  be  permanently  and  effectively  grounded, 
(b)  Motors  operating  at  a  potential  of  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts 
or  less  must  be  wired  with  the  same  precaution  as  required  for  wires 
carrying  a  current  of  the  same  volume.  Motors  operating  at  a  potential 
between  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  and  three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500) 
volts  must  be  wired  with  approved  multiple  conductor,  metal  sheathed 
cable  in  approved  unlined  metal  conduit  firmly  secured  in  place.  The 
metal  sheath  must  he  permanently  arid  effectively  grounded,  and  the  con- 
struction and  installation  of  the  conduit  must  conform  to  rules  for  inter- 
ior conduits,  except  that  at  outlets  approved  outlet  bushings  shall  he 
used.  The  motor  leads  or  branch  circuits  must  be  designed  to  carry  a 
current  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent.  (25%)  greater  than  that  for  which 
the  motor  is  rated.  Where  the  wires  under  this  rule  would  be  overfused 
in  order  to  provide  for  the  starting  current,  as  in  the  case  of  many  of  the 
alternating  current  motors,  the  wires  must  be  of  such  size  as  to  be 
properly  protected  by  these  larger  fuses.  The  current  used  in  determin- 
ing the  size  of  varying  speed  alternating  current  motor  leads  or  branch 
circuits  must  be  the  percentage  of  the  thirty  (30)  minute  current  rating 
of  the  motor  as  given  for  the  several  classifications  of  service  in  the 
following  table:

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The  insulation  of  the  several  conductors  for  high  potential  motors, 
where  leaving  the  metal  sheath  al  outlets,  must  be  thoroughly  protected 
from  moisture  and  mechanical  injury.  The  conduit  must  be  substantially 
bonded  to  the  metal  casings  of  all  fittings  and  apparatus  c< «ted  to  tin- 
inside  high  tension  circuit,  (c)  Each  motor  and  resistance  box  must 
be  protected  by  a  cut-ou1  and  controlled  by  a  switch,  said  switch  plainly 
indicating  whether  "on"  or  "off,"  except  as  provided  for  electric  cranes. 
Small  motors  may  be  grouped  under  the  protection  of  a  single  se1  of 
fuses,  provided  the  rated  capacity  of  the  fuses  does  not  exceed  six  (0) 
amperes.  With  motors  of  one-fourth  (%)  horse  power  or  less,  on  cir- 
cuits where  the  voltage' does  not  exceed  three  hundred  (•'{(»(»).  single  pole 
switches  may  be  used.  The  switch  and  rheostat  must  be  located  with- 
in sight  of  the  motor,  except  in  cases  where  special  permission  to  locate 
them  elsewhere  is  given.  Where  the  circuit-breaking  device  on  the 
motor-Starting  rheostat  disconnects  all  wires  of  the  circuit,  the  switch 
called  for  in  this  section  may  be  omitted.  Overload-release  devices  on 
motor-starting  rheostats  will  not  be  considered  to  take  the  place  of  the 
cut-out  required  by  this  section  if  they  are  inoperative  during  the  starting 
of  the  motor.  An  automatic  circuit-breaker  disconnecting  all  wires  of 
the  circuit  may,  however,  serve  as  both  switch  and  cut-out.  (d)  Rheo- 
stats and  auto  starters  must  be  so  installed  as  to  comply  with  all  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Code.  Auto  starters,  unless  equipped  with  light  cas- 
ings inclosing,  all  current-carrying  parts,  in  all  wet,  dusty  or  linty  places, 
must  be  inclosed  in  dust-tight,  fireproof  cabinets.  Where  there  is  any 
liability  of  short  circuits  across  their  exposed  live  parts  being  caused 
by  accidental  contacts,  a  railing  must  be  erected  around  them, 
(e)  Must  not  be  run  in  series-multiple  or  multiple-series,  except  on 
contact-potential  systems,  and  then  only  by  special  permission  of  the 
rommissioner  of  Buildings,  (f)  Must  be  covered  with  a  waterproof 
cover  when  not  in  use.  (g)  Must,  when  combined  with  ceiling  fans,  be 
hung  from  insulated  hooks,  or  else  must  be  an  insulator  interposed  be- 
tween the  motor  and  its  support,  (h)  Must  each  be  provided  with  a 
name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name,  the  capacity  in  volts  and  amperes, 
and  the  normal  speed  in  revolutions  per'  minute.  All  varying  (or  varia-* 
ble)  speed  alternating  current  motors  must  be  marked  with  the  maxi- 
mum current  which  they  can  safely  carry  for  thirty  minutes  (30  start- 
ing cold,  (i)  Terminal  blocks  when  used  on  motors  must  be  made  of 
approved  non-combustible,  non-absorptive,  insulating  material  such  as 
slate,  marble  or  porcelain.  (j)  Adjustable  speed  motors,  unless  of 
special  and  apropriate  design,  if  controlled  by  means  of  held  regulation, 
must  be  so  arranged  and  connected  that  they  cannot  be  started  under 
weakened  field. 

Section  369.  Storage  or  Primary  Batteries,  (a)  When  current 
for.  light  and  power  is  taken  from  primary  or  secondary  batteries,  the 
same  general  regulations  must  be  observed  as  apply  to  similar  apparatus 
fed  from  generators  developing  the  same  difference  of  potential,  (b) 
Storage  battery  rooms  must  be  thoroughly  ventilated,  (c)  All  second- 
ary batteries  must  be  mounted  on  non-absorptive,  non-combustible  insu- 
lators, such  as  glass  or  thoroughly  vitrified  and  glazed  porcelain,  (d) 
The  use  of  any  metal  liable  to  corrosion  must  be  avoided  in  cell  connec- 
tions of  secondary  batteries. 

SECTION  370.  Teansfoemeks.  (a)  In  central  or  sub-stations  the 
transformers  must  bo  so  placed  that  smoke  from  the  burning  oul  of  the 
coils  or  the  boiling  oyer  of  the  oil  (where  oil  tilled  cases  are  used  I 
could  do  no  harm,  (b)  In  central  or  sub-stationsj  casings  of  all  trans- 
formers must  be  permanently  and  effectively  grounded.  Transformers 
used  exclusively  to  supply  current  to  switchboard  instruments  need  not 
be  grounded,  provided  they  are  thoroughly  insulated.  (c)  Must  not 
be  placed  in  any  but  metallic  or  other  non-combustible  cases.      ul>      Oil 
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transformers  must   not  be  placed  inside  of  any  building  excepl   central 

stations  and  sub-stations,  (e)  Air  cooled  transformers  must  not  be 
placed  inside  of  any  building  excepting  central  stations  and  sub-stations, 
if  the  highest  voltage  of  either  primary  or  secondary  exceeds  live  hun- 
dred fifty  (550)  volts,  (f)  Must  be  so  mounted  that  the  case  shall  be 
at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  (1)  foot  from  combustible  material  or  sepa- 
rated therefrom  by  non-combustible,  non-absorptive,  insulating  material, 
such  as  slate,  marble  or  soapstone.  This  will  require  the  use  of  a  slab 
or  panel  somewhat  larger  than  the  transformer,  (g)  Must  be  plainly 
marked  where  it  may  be  readily  seen  after  the  transformer  is  installed 
with  the  name  of  tile  maker,  with  the  primary  .and  secondary  voltage 
and  the  rated  capacity,  (h)  Must  be  constructed  to  comply  with  the 
following  tests: 

1.  Shall  be  run  for  a  sufficient  time  to  reach  a  practically  constant 
temperature  at  full  rated  load,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  a  rise  in  tem- 
perature, as  measured  by  the  increase  in  resistance  of  the  windings, 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  twenty-two  (122)  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

2.  When  heated  to  normal  full  load  operating  temperature,  the  in- 
sulation of  transformers  shall  withstand  continuously  for  one  (1)  minute 
a  difference  of  potential  (alternating)  between  primary  and  secondary 
coils  and  between  the  primary  coils  and  the  core  according  to  the  follow- 
ing table:

Section  371.  Wires,  Inside  Work,  (a)  Wires  must  not  be  of  smaller 
size  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge,  except  as  allowed  for  fixture  work  and 
pendant  cord,  (b)  The  wires  must  have  an  insulation  equal  to  that  of 
the  conductors  they  confine,  and  may  be  used  in  connection  with  solid 
knobs  for  the  support  of  wires  of  size  No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge  or  over. 
Solid  knobs  or  strain  insulators  must  be  used  for  all  wires  at  the  end  of 
runs  where  conductors  are  terminated.  Split  knobs  or  cleats  must  be 
used  for  the  support  of  conductors  smaller  than  No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge, 
except  at  the  end  of  runs.  Knobs  or  cleats  which  are  arranged  to  grip 
the  wire,  must  be  fastened  by  either  screws  or  nails.  If  nails  are  used, 
they  must  be  long  enough  to  penetrate  the  woodwork  not  less  than  one- 
half  (Vj)  the  length  of  the  knob  and  fully  the  thickness  of  the  cleat,  and 
must  be  provided  with  washers  which  will  prevent,  under  reasonable 
usage,  injury  to  the  knobs  or  cleats,  (c)  Must  be  so  spliced  or  joined 
as  to  be  both  mechanically  and  electrically  secure  without  solder.  The 
joints  must  then  be  soldered  unless  made  with  some  form  of  approved 
splicing  device,  and  covered  with  an  insulation  equal  to  that  on  the 
conductors.  Stranded  wires  (except  in  flexible  cords)  must  be  soldered 
before  being  fastened  under  clamps  or  binding  screws,  and  whether 
stranded  or. solid,  when  they  have  a  conductivity  greater  than  that  of 
No.  8  B.  &  S.  gauge  they  must  be  soldered  into  lugs  for  all  terminal 
connections,  except  where  an  approved  solderless  terminal  connector  is 
used,  (d)  Must  be  separated  from  contact  with  walls,  floors,  timbers 
or  partitions  through  which  they  may  pass  by  non-combustible,  non- 
absorptive,  insulating  tubes,  such  as  glass  or  porcelain,  except  at  outlets 
where  approved  flexible  tubing  is  required.  Bushings  must  be  long 
enough  to  bush  the  entire  length  of  the  hole  in  one  continuous  piece,  or 
else  the  hole  must  first  be  bushed  by  a  continuous  waterproof  tube.  This 
tube  may  be  a  conductor,  such  as  iron  pipe,  but  in  that  case  an  insulat- 
ing bushing  must  be  pushed  into  each  end  of  it,  extending  far  enough 
to  keep  the  wire  absolutely  out  of  contact  with  the  pipe,      (e)     Where 
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not  inclosed  in  approved  conduit,  moulding  or  armored  cable  and  where 
liable  to  come  in  contact  with  gas,  water,  or  other  metallic  piping  or  other 
conducting  material,  must  be  separated  therefrom  by  some  continuous 
and  firmly  fixed  non-conductor  creating  a  permanent  separation.  .Musi 
not  come  nearer  than  two  (2)  inches  to  any  other  electric  lighting, 
power  or  signaling  wire,  not  inclosed  as  above,  without  being  permanent- 
ly separated  therefrom  by  some  continuous  and  firmly-fixed  non-conduc- 
tor. The  non-conductor  used  as  a  separator  must  he  in  addition  to  the 
regular  insulation  on  the  wires.  Where  tubes  are  used,  they  must  In- 
securely fastened  at  the  ends  to  prevent  them  from  moving  along  the 
wire.  (f)  Must  be  so  placed  in  wet  places  that  an  air  space  will  he 
left  between  conductors  and  pipes  in  crossing,  and  the  former  must 
be  run  in  such  a  way  that  they  cannot  come  in  contact  with  the  pipe 
accidentally.  Wires  should  be  run  over,  rather  than  under,  pipes  upon 
which  moisture  is  likely  to  gather  or  which,  by  leaking,  might  cause 
trouble  on  a  circuit,  (g)  The  installation  of  electrical  conductors  in 
wooden  mouldings,  or  on  insulators,  in  elevator  shafts  will  not  he  ap- 
proved, but  conductors  may  be  installed  in.  such  shafts  if  encased  in 
approved  metal  conduits,  or  armored  cables,  (h)  The  following  table, 
showing  the  allowable  carrying  capacity  of  copper  wires  and  cables 
of  ninety-eight  (98)  per  cent,  conductivity,  must  be  followed  in  placing 
interior  conductors.  For  insulated  aluminum  wire  the  safe  carrying 
capacity  is  eighty-four  (84)  per  cent,  of  that  given  in  the  following 
tables  for  copper  wire  with  the  same  kind  of  insulation.

Section  372.  Insulated  Wires,  Hulks,  (a)  Copper  for  insulated 
solid  conductors  of  No.  4  B.  &  S.  gauge  and  smaller  must  not  vary  in 
diameter  more  than  .002  of  an  inch  from  the  standard.  On  solid  sizes 
larger  than  No.  4  B.  &  S.  gauge  the  diameter  shall  not  vary  more  than 
one  (1)  per  cent,  from  the  specified  standard.  The  conductivity  of  solid 
conductors  shall  not  lie  less  than  ninety-seven  (97)  per  cent,  of  that  of 
pure  copper  of  the  specilied  size.

The  source  of  alternating  electro-motive  force  shall  be  ;i  transformer  of 
at  least  one  ( 1 )  kilowatt  capacity.    The  application  of  the  electro-motive 

force  shall  first  bo  made  a1  three  thousand  (3,000)  volts  for  live  (5) 
minutes,  then  the  voltage  increases  by  sto]>s  and  not  over  three  thou- 
sand (3,000)  volts,  each  held  for  five  (5)  minutes,  until  the  rupture  of 
the  insulation  occurs.  The  tests  for  dielectric  strength  shall  be  made  on 
a  sample  wire  which  has  been  immersed  in  water  for  seventy-two  1 72  I 
hours.

Section  374.  Slow-Burning  Weatherproof  Wire.  (Type  letters  S. 
B.  W.i  (a)  The  insulation  must  consist  of  two  (2)  coatings,  one4  (1) 
to  l>c  fireproof  in  character  and  the  other  to  be  weatherproof.  The  fire- 
proof coating  must  be  on  the  outside  and  must  comprise  about  six- 
tenths  (6-10)  of  the  total  thickness  of  the  wall.  The  completed  cover- 
ing must  be  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  given  in  the  following 
table:

Measurements  of  insulating  wall  are  to  he  made  at  the  thinnest  portion. 
ib)  The  fireproof  coating  shall  be  of  the  same  kind  as  that  required  for 
'•slow-burning  wire,"  and  must  be  finished  with  a  hard,  smooth  surface. 
(c)  The  weatherproof  coating  shall  consist  of  a  stout  brain,  applied 
and  treated  as  required  for  "weatherproof  wire." 

Section  875.  Slow-Bljrning  Wire.  (Type  letters  S.  B.)  (a)  The  in- 
sulation must  consist  of  three  (3)  braids  of  cotton  or  other  thread,  all 
the  interstices  of  which  must  be  filled  with  the  fireproofing  compound 
or  with  material  having  equivalent  resisting  and  insulating  properties. 
The  outer  brain  must  be  specially  designed  to  withstand  abrasion,  and 
its  surface  must  be  finished  smooth  and  hard.  The  completed  covering 
must  be  of  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  given  in  table  under  Section 
374,  (a). 

Skction  376.  Weatherproof  Wire.  (Type  letters  W.  It.)  (a)  The 
insulating  covering  shall  consist  of  at  least  three  (3)  braids,  all  of 
which  must  be  thoroughly  saturated  with  a  dense  moisture-proof  com- 
pound, applied  in  such  a  manner  as  to  drive  any  atmospheric  moisture 
from  the  cotton  braiding,  thereby  securing  a  covering  to  a  great  degree 
waterproof  and  of  high  insulating  power.  This  compound  must  not 
drip  at  one  hundred  sixty  (160)  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  thickness  of 
insulation  must  not.be  less  than  that  given  in  the  table  under  Section 
874.   (a),  and  the  outer  surface  must  be  thoroughly  slicked  down. 

Section  877.  Flexible  Cord,  (a)  Cords  for  pendant  lamps  and  for 
portable  use.  including  Elevator.  Lighting  and  Control  Cables,  and 
Theater  Stage  and  Border  Cable,  must  be  made  of  copper  conductors, 
each  built  up  from  wires  not  larger  than  No.  20.  or  smaller  than  No.  80 
B.  &  S.  gauge.  Each  conductor  must  have  a  carrying  capacity  not  less 
than  that  of  a  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire,  and  must  be  covered  by  an 
approved  insulation  and  protected  from  mechanical  injury  according  to 
the  following  specifications  for  the  several  types  of  cord  or  cable.  Each 
conductor  must  be  covered  with  a  tight  close  wind  of  fine  cotton,  or  some 
other  approved  method  must  be  employed  to  prevent  a  broken  strand 
puncturing  the  insulation  and  to  keep  the  rubber  compound  from  cor- 
roding the  copper,  and  must  comply  with  Section  872.  (b)  The  insu- 
lating covering  on  each  conductor  must  be  of  a  rubber  compound,  and 
must  comply  with  Section  878,  and  must  have  a  thickness  of  wall  not 
less  than  that  given  in  the  following  table:

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Every  completed  single  conductor  shall  be  tested  by  passing  it  through 
a  spring  metal  spiral  nol  less  than  six  (6)  inches  long,  so  formed  as  to 
come  in  conhict  with  all  points  on  the  circumference  of  the  wire,  while 
a  voltage  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  (500)  volts  for  one-sixty-fourth 
(1-64)  inch  insulation,  not  less  than  one  thousand  <  1,000)  volts  for  one- 
thirty-second  (lr-32)  inch  insulation  or  uol  less  than  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  volts  for  three-sixty-fourths  (3-64)  inch  insulation  is 
applied  to  the  conductor  and  to  the  spiral. 

(c)  Must   have  an  outer  protecting  covering  as  follows: 

1.  For  Pendant  Lamps  (Type  letter  <*).  In  this  chiss  is  to  he  in- 
cluded all  flexible  cord,  which,  under  usual  conditions,  hangs  freely  in 
air.  and  which  is  not  likely  to  he  moved  sufficiently  to  come  in  contact 
with  surrounding -Objects.  II  should  he  uoted  thai  pendant  lamps  pro- 
vided with  long  cords,  so  that  they  can  be  carried  aboul  or  hung  over 
nails,  or  on  machinery,  etc.,  are  not  included  in  this  class,  oven  though 
they  are  usually  allowed  to  hang  freely  in  air.  Bach  conductor  musl 
have  an  approved  braided  covering  so  put  on  and  sealed  in  place  thai 
when  cul  if  will  not  fray  out.  For  use  in  damp  places  (Type  letters 
O.  Wp)  the  insulation  must  he  at  leasl  three-sixty-fourths  (3-64)  of  an 
inch  thick  and  the  braided  coverings  must  either  he  thoroughly  sat- 
urated with  a  moisture-proof  preservative  compound  or  ho  inclosed  in 
an  outer  braided"  moisture-proof  preservative  covering  over  the  whole. 

2.  For  Portables  (Type  letter  P).  Flexible  cord  for  portable  use.  ex- 
cept in  offices,  dwellings  or  similar  places,  where  cord  is  not  liable  to 
rough  usage  and  where  appearance  is  an  essential  feature,  musl  meet 
all  the  requirements  for  flexible  cord  for  pendants  and  in  addition  must 
have  a  tough  braided  cover  over  the  whole.  There  must  also  he  an 
extra  layer  of  rubber  between  the  outer  cover  and  the  flexible  cord. 
For  use  in  damp  places  (Type  letters  P  Wp)  the  insulation  must  he  at 
least  three-sixty-fourths  (o-(*>4)  of  an  inch  thick  and  the  cord  must  have 
its  outer  covering  saturated  •  with  a  moisture-proof  preservative  com- 
pound thoroughly  slicked  down  or  must  have  a  tiller  of  approved  ma- 
terial instead  of  the  extra  layer  of  rubber  and  have  two  (2)  outer  braids 
saturated  with  a  moisture-proof  compound  with  the  exterior  surface 
thoroughly  slicked  down.  In  offices,  dwellings  or  in  similar  places  (Type 
letters  1'  ()),  where  cord  is  not  liable  to  rough  usage  and  where  ap- 
pearance is  an  essential  feature,  flexible  cord  for  portable  use  must 
meet  all  of  the  requirements  for  flexible  cord  for  "pendant  lamps,."  both 
as  to  construction  and  thickness  of  insulation,  and  in  addition  musl  have 
a  tough  braided  cover  over  the  whole,  or  providing  there  is  an  extra 
layer  of  rubber  he) ween  the  flexible  cord  and  the  outer  cover,  the  in- 
sulation proper  on  each  stranded  conductor  of  cord  may  ho  one-sixty- 
fourth  (1-64)  of  an  inch  in  thickness  instead  of  as  required  for  pendant 
cords.  Flexible  cord  for  portable  use  may,  instead  of  the  outer  cover- 
ings described  above,  have  an  approved  metal,  flexible  armor.  (Type 
letters  P.  A.) 

(d)  For  Portable  Healing  Apparatus  (Type  letter  II).  Applies  to  all 
smoothing  and  sad  irons  and  to  any  other  heating  device  requiring 
over  two  hundred  fifty   (250)   watts.     Must  be  made  up  as  follows: 

1.  Conductors  must  comply  with  (a)  or  may  be  of  braided  copper. 
If  braided,  ech  wire  to  he  not  larger  than  No.  30,  or  smaller  than  No. 
36  B.   &   S.   gauge,   except   for  conductors  having  a    greater  carrying  ca- 


pacity than  No.  12  B.  &  S.  gauge,  when  each  wire  may  he 
28  B.  &  S.  gauge. 

2.  An  insulating  covering  of  rubber  or  other  approved 
less  than  one-sixty-foUrth   (1-64)   inch  in  thickness.

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I.  An  outer  reinforcing  covering  qoI  less  than  one-sixty-fourth  (1-64) 
inch  thick,  especially  designed  to  resist  abrasion,  must  inclose  either  nil 
the  conductors  as  a  whole  or  each  conductor  separately,  (e)  Theater 
Stage  Cable  (Type  letter  T).  Shall  consist  of  not  more  than  three  (3) 
flexible  copper  conductors,  each  of  a  capacity  not  exceeding  No.  4  B.  & 
S.  gauge,  each  of  which  shall  be  built  up  of  wires  not  larger  than  No*. 
26  B.  &  S.  gauge.  Each  conductor  to  have  a  tight  close  wind  of  cotton, 
or  some  other  approved  method  must  be  employed  to  prevent  a  broken 
strand  puncturing  the  insulation  and  to  keep  the  rubber  compound  from 
corroding  the  copper.  The  insulation  proper  to  be  of  rubber  complying 
with  Section  373.  except  that  insulations  less  than  tliree-sixty-fourths 
(3-64)  of  an  Inch  in  thickness  (conductors  having  a  capacity  less  than 
Xo.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire)  must  show  an  insulation  resistance  of  not 
less  than  fifty  (50)  megohms  per  mile  during  two  (2)  weeks'  immersion 
in  water  at  seventy  (70)  decrees  Fahrenheit,  must  have  on  each  con- 
ductor an  outer  protective  braided  covering  properly  saturated  with  a 
preservative  compound.  The  conductors  to  be  twisted  together,  a  filler 
of  approved  material  being  used  to  make  cable  round  and  to  act  as  a 
cushion,  and  finished  with  two  (2)  weatherproof  braids  over  the  whole. 
(f)  Border  Cables  (Type  letter  B).  Shall  consist  of  flexible  copper 
conductors,  each  of  which  shall  be  built  up  of  wires  not  larger  than  No. 
26  B.  &  S.  gauge.  Each  conductor  to  have  a  tight  close  wind  of  cotton 
or  some  other  approved  method  must  be  employed  to  prevent  a  broken 
strand  puncturing  the  insulation,  and  to  keep  the  rubber  compound 
from  corroding  the  copper.  The  insulation  proper  to  be  of  rubber  com- 
plying with  requirements  of  Section  373,  must  have  on  each  conductor 
an  outer  protective  braided  covering  properly  saturated  with  a  pre- 
servative compound.  The  conductors  to  be  cabled  together  and  finished 
with  two  (2)  weatherproof  braids  over  the  whole,  (g)  Elevator  Eight- 
ing  and  Control  Cables  (Type  letter  E).  Must  comply  with  the  require- 
ments for  theater  cable  as  regards  insulation  proper  and  the  construc- 
tion and  covering  of  the  individual  conductors,  except  that  none  of  these 
conductors  shall  be  smaller  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge  for  elevator  light- 
ing cables,  or  No.  16  for  elevator  control  cables.  The  outer  covering 
shall  consist  either  of  three  (3)  braids  or  of  an  extra  layer  of  rubber 
and  one  (1)  or  more  outer  braids.

Section  378.  Fixture  Wire,  (a)  Fixtures  may  be  wired  with  ap- 
proved flexible  cord  or  with  approved  rubber  covered  wire  No.  14  B.  & 
S.  gauge  or  larger.  In  wiring  show-case  fixtures,  coiling  bulls-eyes  and 
similar  appliances  in  which  the  wiring  is  exposed  to  temperatures  in  ex- 
cess of  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  degrees  Fahrenheit  from  the  heat  of 
the  lamps,  slow-burning  wire  may  be  used.  All  such  forms  of  fixtures 
must  be  submitted  for  examination,  test  and  approval  before  being  in- 
troduced for  use.  For  other  wires  for  use  in  fixtures  the  following  rules 
apply.  (b)  May  be  made  of  solid  or  stranded  conductors,  with  no 
strands  smaller  than  No.  30  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  must  have  a  carrying 
capacity  not  less  than  that  of  a  No.  IS  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire,  (c)  Solid 
conductors  must  be  thoroughly  tinned.  If  a  standard  conductor  is  used, 
it  musl  be  covered  by  a  tight,  close  wind  of  fine  cotton,  or  some  other 
approved  method  must  be  employed  to  prevent  a  broken  strand  punc- 
turing the  insulation  and  to  keep  the  rubber  compound  from  corroding 
the  copper,  and  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  372. 
(d  )  The  insulation  on  each  conductor  must  consist  of  a  rubber  compound 
homogeneous  in  character,  adhering  to  the  conductor  or  to  the  separator, 
if  one  (1  )  is  used,  and  not  less  than  one-sixty-fourth  (1-64)  inch  in 
thickness  for  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge  wire  and  not  less  than  one-thirty- 
second  (1-32)  inch  for  No.  16  B.  &  S.  gauge,  (e)  Must  be  protected 
with  a  covering  or  braid  at  least  one-sixty-fourth   (1-64)   inch  in  thick- 
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ness,   sufficiently   tenacious  to   withstand   the  abrash f  being  pulled 

into  the  fixture,  and  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit  the  wire  to  be  benl 
arounded  a  cylinder  with  twice  the  diameter  of  the  wire  without  injury 
to  the  braid,  (f)  Must  successfully  withstand  the  tests  specified  in 
Section  373. 

Section  379.  Conduit  Wire  (Type  letters  R  D).  (a)  Single  wire  for 
lined  conduits  nnisi  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  '■'>'■>■  For 
unlined  conduits  il  musl  comply  with  the  same  requirements  (except 
that  tape  may  be  substituted  for  braid),  and  in  addition  there  must  be 
a  second  outer  nitrous  covering,  at  leasl  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an 
inch  in  thickness  for  wires  larger  than  So.  10  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  al 
least  one-sixty-fourth  (1-64)  of  an  inch  in  thickness  for  wires  No.  1«> 
P>.  &  S.  gauge  or  less  in  size;  this  fibrous  covering  to  be  sufficiently 
tenacious  to  withstand  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal  con- 
duit, (b)  For  twin  or  duplex  wires  in  lined  conduit,  each  conductor 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  .'57.'!  (except  thai  tape  may 
be  substituted  for  braid  on  llio  separate  conductors),  and  must  have  a 
substantial  braid  covering  the  whole.  For  unlined  conduit  each  con- 
ductor must  comply  with,  requirements  of  SectiQn  .'17.">  (excepl  thai  tape 
may  he  substituted  for  braid),  and  in  addition  must  have  a  braid  cov- 
ering the  whole,  at  least  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an  inch  in  thick- 
ness and  sufficiently  tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled 
through  the  metal  conduit.  (c)  For  concentric  wire,  the  inner  con- 
ductor must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  373  (except  thai 
tape  may  be  substituted  for  braid),  and  there  must  be  outside  of  the 
outer  conductor  the  same  insulation  as  on  the  inner,  the  whole  to  be 
covered  with  a  substantial  braid,  which  tor  unlined  conduits  must  he 
at  leasl  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  sufficiently 
tenacious  to  withstand  the  abrasion  of  being  hauled  through  the  metal 
conduit,  (d)  The  braids  or  tapes  called  for  in  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  must 
he  properly  saturated  with  a  preservative  compound. 

Skction  380.  High-Potential  Systems,  (a)  Any  circuit  attached 
to  any  machine  or  combination  of  machines  which  develops  ;i  difference 
of  potential  between  any  two  wires  of  over  five  hundred  fifty  (550)< 
volts  and  less  than  three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  volts,  shall  he 
considered  at  a  high-potential  circuit,  and  as  coming  under  that  class, 
unless  an  approved  transforming  device  is  used,  which  cuts  the  dif- 
ference of  potential  down  to  five  hundred  fifty  (">())  volts  or  less.  For 
live  hundred  fifty  (550)  volt  motor  equipments  a  margin  of  ten  I  L0) 
per  cent,  above  the  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volt  limit  will  lie  allowed 
at  the  generator  or  transformer  without  coming  under  high-potential 
systems,  (h)  Wires  must  have  an  approved  rubber-insulating  covering. 
(c)  Must  be  always  in  plain  sight  and  never  encased,  except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  368,  (b).  (d)  Musi  (except  as  provided  for  in 
Section  368,  (b))  he  rigidly  supported  on  .ulass  or  porcelain  insulators, 
which  raise  (he  wire  at  least  one  (1)  inch  from  1  he  surface  wired  over, 
and  must  he  kept  about  eighl  (8)  inches  apart.  Rigid,  supporting  re- 
quires under  ordinary  conditions,  where  wiring  along  flat  surfaces,  sup- 
ports ;it  leasl  every  four  and  one-half  (  1  1-2)  feet.  If  the  wires  are  un 
usually  liable  to  he  disturbed,  the  distance  between  supports  must  he 
shortened.  In  buildings  of  mill  construction,  mains  of  not  less  than 
No.  8  B.  &  S.  srauge,  where  not  liable  to  be  disturbed,  may  be  separated 
about  ten  (10)  inches  and  run  from  timber  to  timber,  not  breaking 
around,  and  may  he  supported  at  each  timber  only.  (e)  .Must  be  pro 
tected  on  side  walls  from  mechanical  injury  by  :i  substantial  boxing, 
retaining  an  air  space  of  one  (1)  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed 
at  the  top  (the  wires  passing  through  hushed  holes)  and  extending  not 
less  than  seven  feet  from  the  floor.  When  crossing  floor  timbers,  in 
cellars,  or  in  rooms  where  (hey  mighl  be  exposed  to  injury,  wires  must 
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be  attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden 
strip  not  less  than  one-half  (1-2)  an  inch  in  thickness,  (f)  Any  circuit 
attached  to  any  machine  or  combination  of  machines  which  develops  a 
difference  of  potential,  between  any  two  (2)  wires,  of  over  three  thou- 
sand live  hundred  (3,500)  volts,  shall  be  considered  as  an  extra  high- 
potential  circuit,  and  as  coming  under  'that  class,  unless  an  approved 
transforming  device  is  used,  which  cuts  the  difference  of  potential  down 
to  three  thousand  five  hundred  volts  (3,500)  or  less,  (g)  Must  not  be 
brought  into  or  over  buildings,  except  power  stations  and  sub-stations. 
(h)  Must  be  installed  under  rules  for  high-potential  systems  when  their 
immediate  primary  wires  carry  a  current  at  a  potential  of  over  three 
thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  volts,  unless  the  primary  wires  are  in- 
stalled entirely  underground. 

Section  381.  Constant-Current  System  Wires,  (a)  Wires  must 
have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering,  (b)  Must  be  arranged  to 
enter  and  leave  the  building  through  an  approved  double-contact  service 
switch,  mounted  in  a  non-combustible  case,  kept  free  from  moisture,  and 
easy  of  access  to  police  or  firemen,  (c)  Must  always  be  in  plain  sight, 
and  never  encased.  (d)#  Must  be  supported  on  glass  or  porcelain  in- 
sulators, which  separate'  the  wire  at  least  one  (1)  inch  from  the  sur- 
face wired  over  and  must  be  kept  rigidly  at  least  eight  (8)  inches  from 
each  other,  except  within  the  structure  of  lamps,  on  hanger-boards,  or 
in  cut-out  boxes,  or  like  places,  where  a  less  distance  is  necessary,  (e) 
Must,  on  side  walls,  be  protected  from  mechanical  injury  by  a  substan- 
tial boxing,  retaining  an  air  space  of  one  (1)  inch  around  the  con- 
ductors, closed  at  the  top  (the  wires  passing  through  bushed  holes),  and 
extending  not  less  than  seven  (7)  feet  from  the  floor.  When  crossing 
floor  timbers  in  cellars  or  in  rooms  where  they  might  be  exposed  to  in- 
jury, wires  must  be  attached  by  their  insulating  supports  to  the  under 
side  of  a  wooden  strip  not  less  than  one-half  (1-2)  an  inch  in  thickness. 
Instead  of  the  running-boards,  guard  strips  on  each  side  of  and  close  to 
the  wires  will  be  accepted.  These  strips  to  be  not  less  than  seven-eighths 
(7-8)  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  at  least  as  high  as  the  insulators. 

Section  382.  Low-Potential  Systems,  (a)  Any  circuit  attached  to 
any  machine,  or  combination  of  machines,  which  develops  a  difference 
of  potential  between  any  two  (2)  wires,  of  over  ten  (10)  volts  and  less 
than  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volts,  shall  be  considered  as  a  low-potential 
circuit,  and  as  coming  under  this  class,  unless  an  approved  transform- 
ing device  is  used,  which  cuts  the  difference  of  potential  down  to  ten 
(10)  volts  or  less.  The  primary  circuit  not  to  exceed  a  potential  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  volts.  For  five  hundred  fifty  (550)  volt 
motor  equipments  a  margin  of  ten  (10)  per  cent,  above  the  five  hundred 
fifty  (550)  volt  limit  will  be  allowed  at  the  generator  or  transformer, 
(b)  Wires  where  entering  cabinets  must  be  protected  by  approved  bush- 
ings, which  fit  tightly  the  holes  in  the  box  and  are  well  secured  in  place. 
The  wires  should  completely  fill  the  holes  in  the  bushings  so  as  to  keep 
out  the  dust,  tape  being  used  to  build  up  the  Wires  if  necessary.  On 
concealed  knob  and  tube  work  approved  flexible  tubing  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  bushings,  providing  it  shall  extend  from  the  last  porcelain 
support  into  the  cabinet,  (c)  Must  not  be  laid  in  plaster,  cement  or 
similar  finish,  and  must  never  be  fastened  with  staples,  (d)  Must  not 
be  fished  for  any  great  distance,  and  only  in  places  where  the  Inspector 
can  satisfy  himself  that  the  rules  have  been  complied  with,  (e)  Twin 
wires  must  never  be  used,  except  in  conduits,  or  where  flexible  conduc- 
tors are  necesary.  (f)  Must,  where  exposed  to  mechanical  injury,  be 
suitably  protected.  When  crossing  floor  timbers  in  cellars,  or  in  rooms 
where  they  might  be  exposed  to  injury,  wires  must  be  attached  by  their 
insulating  supports  to  the  under  side  of  a  wooden  strip,  not  less  than 
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one-half  (1-2)  inch  in  thickness,  and  no1  less  than  three  (3)  inches  iii 
width.  Instead  of  the  running-boards,  guard  strips  on  each  side  of  and 
close  to  the  wires,  will  be  accepted.  These  strips  to  be  n<»t  less  than 
seven-eighths  (7-8)  of  ;in  inch  in  thickness  and  ;it  least  as  high  as  the 
insulators.  Protection  on  side  walls,  must  extend  not  less  thau  tive  (5) 
feet  from  the  floor  and  miisi  consist  of  substantial  hexing,  retaining  an 
air  space  of  one  (1)  inch  around  the  conductors,  closed  at  the  ton  (the 
wires  passing  through  hushed  holes  |  or  approved  metal  conduit  or  pipe 
of  equivalent  strength.  When  metal  conduit  or  pipe  is  used,  the  lush 
lation  of  each  wire  must  he  reinforced  by  approved  flexible  tubing  ex- 
tending from  the  insulator  next  below  the  pipe  to  the  one  next  above  ii. 
unless  the  conduit  is  installed  according  to  Section  397,  (c)  and  (f)  ex- 
cepted, and  the  wire  is  approved  tor  conduit  use.  The  I  wo  (2)  or 
more  wires  of  a  circuit  each  with  its  flexible  tubing  (when  required), 
if  carrying  alternating  current,  must,  or  if  direel  current,  may,  be 
placed  within  the  same  pipe,  (g)  When  run  in  unfinished  attics,  will 
he  considered  as  concealed,  and  when  run  in  close  proximity  to  water 
tanks  or  pipes,  will  be  considered  as  exposed  to  moisture.  In  unfinished 
attics  wires  are  considered  as  exposed  to  mechanical  injury,  and  must 
not  be  run  on  knobs  on  upper  edge  of  joists. 

Section  383.  Open  Work,  Wiring.,  (a)  All  wires  must  have  an  ap- 
proved rubber,  slow-burning  weatherproof,  or  slow-burning  insulation, 
(b)  Must  be  rigidly  supported  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  in- 
sulators, which  will  separate  the  wires  from  each  other  and  from  the 
surface  wired  over  in  accordance1  with  the  following   table: 

Voltage.         Distance  from  Surface.     Distance  Between  Wires. 
0  to  300  1-2  inch  2  1-2   inch 

301  to  550  1      inch  4  inch 

Rigid  supporting  requires  under  ordinary  conditions,  where  wiring  along 
flat  surfaces,  supports  at.  least  every  four  and  one-half  (4  1-2)  feet.  If 
the  wires  are  liable  to  be  disturbed,  the  distance  between  supports  must 
be  shortened.  In  buildings  of  mill  construction,  mains  of  not  less  than* 
No.  8  B.  &  S.  Gauge,  where  not  liable  to  he  disturbed,  may  he  separated 
about  six  ((J)  Inches,  and  run  from  timber  to  timber,  not  breaking 
around,  and  may  be  supported  at  each  timber  only.  The  neutral  of  a 
three-wire  system  may  be  placed  in'  the  center  of  a  three-wire  cleat 
where  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  outside  wires  is  not  over 
three  hundred  (300)  volts,  provided  the  outside  wires  are  separated  two 
and  one-half  (2  1-2)  inches,  (c)  Must  not  be  "dead-ended"  at  a  rosette 
socket  or  receptacle  unless  the  last  support  is  within  twelve  (12)  inches 
of  the  same. 

Section  384.  Molding  Work,  Wiring,  (a)  Wire  must  have  an  ap- 
proved rubber  insulating  covering,  and  must  be  in  continuous  lengths 
from  outlet,  to  outlet,  or  from  fitting  to  lilting,  no  joints  or  taps  to  be 
made  in  molding.  Where  branch  taps  are  necessary  in  -molding  work. 
approved  fittings  for  this  purpose  must  be  used,  (b)  .Must  never  lie 
placed  in  either  metal  or  wooden  molding  in  concealed  or  damp  places, 
or  where  the  difference  of  potential  between  any  two  (2)  wire's  in  the 
same  molding  is  over  three  hundred  (300)  volts.  Metal  moldings  must 
not  be  used  for  circuits  requiring  more  than  six  hundred  sixty  (660) 
watts  of  energy,  (c)  Must  for  alternating  current  systems  if  in  metal 
molding  have  the  two  (2)  or  more  wires  of  a  circuit  installed  in  the 
same  molding. 

Section  385.  Conduit  Work,  Wiring,  (a)  Wire 'must  have  an  ap- 
proved rubber  insulating  covering,  and  must  within  the  conduit  tubing 
be  without  splices  or  taps.  (h)  Must  not  he  drawn  in  until  all  me- 
chanical  work  on   the  building  has  been,  as   far  as  possible,  completed.

(c)  The  following  methods  of  supporting  cables  may

1.  A  turn  of  ninety  (90)  degrees  in  the  conduit  system  will  consti- 
tute ;i  satisfactory  support. 

2.  .Junction  boxes  may  he  inserted  in  the  conduit  system  at  the  re- 
quired intervals,  in  which  insulating  supports  of  approved  type  must  he 
installed  and  secured  in  a  satisfactory  manner  so  as  to  withstand  the 
weight  of  the  conductors  attached  thereto,  the  boxes  to  be  provided  witli 
proper  covers. 

3.  Cables  may  be  supported  in  approved  junction  boxes  on  two  or 
more  insulating  supports  so  placed  that  the  conductors  will  be  deflected 
at  an  angle  of  not  less  than  ninety  (00)  degrees,  and  carried  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  twice  the  diameter  of  the  cable  from  its  vertical  posi- 
tion. Gables  so  suspended  may  be  additionally  secured  to  these  insu- 
lators by  tie  wires,  (d)  Must,  for  alternating  systems,  have  the  two  or 
more  wires  of  a  circuit  drawn  in  the  same  conduit.  The  same  conduit 
must  not  contain  more  than  four  (4)  two-wire  or  three'  (8)  three-wire 
circuits  of  the  same  system. 

Section  386.    Concealed  "Knob  and  Tube"  Work.    Wiring,     (a)  Wire 
must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering,     (b)   Must  be  rigidly 
supported  on  non-combustible,  non-absorptive  insulators  which  separate 
the  wire  at  least  one   (1)    inch  from  the  surface  wired  over,  to  be  run 
singly  on  separate  timbers,  or  studding,  and  must  be  kept  at  least  five 
(5)  inches  apart.     Must  be  separated  from  contact  with  the  walls,  floor 
timbers  and  partitions  through  which  they  may  pass  by  non-combustible, 
non-absorptive,  insulating  tubes  such  as  glass  or  porcelain.     Wires  pass- 
ing through  cross  timbers  in  plastered  partitions  must  be  protected  by 
an  additional  tube  extending  at  least  four   (4)   inches  above  the  timber. 
At  distributing  centers,  outlets  or  switches  where  space  is  limited  and 
the  five  inch  separation  can  not  be  maintained,  each  wire  must  be  sep- 
arately encased  in  a  continuous  length  of  approved  flexible  tubing,     (c) 
When  in  a  concealed  knob  and  tube  system,  it  is  impracticable  to  place 
the  whole  of  a  circuit  on  non-combustible  supports  of  glass  or  porcelain, 
that  portion  of  the  circuit  which  can  not  be  so  supported  must  be  in- 
stalled   with   approved   metal   conduit,   or   approved   armored   cable,    ex- 
cept that   if  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  wires   is  not  over 
three  hundred  (800)   volts,  and  if  the  wires  are  not  exposed  to  moisture, 
they  may  be  fished  if  separately  encased  in  approved  flexible  tubing,  ex- 
tending in   continuous  lengths  from  porcelain  support  to  porcelain  sup- 
port,   from    porcelain   support  to  outlet,   or  from   outlet   to  outlet,      (d) 
When    using  either  conduit  or  armored  cable  in  mixed  concealed  knob 
and    tube  work,   the   requirements  for  conduit   work  or  armored  cable 
work  must   be  complied  with  as  the  case  may  be.      (e)   Must  at  all  out- 
lets,   except    where    conduit    is    used,    be   protected   by    approved    flexible 
tubing,  extending  in  continuous  lengths  from  the  last  porcelain  support 
to  at  least  one   (1)    inch  beyond  the  outlet'.     In  the  case  of  combination 
fixtures  the  lubes  must   extend  at    least  flush  with  outer  end  of  gas  cap. 
When   the  surface  at  any  outlet  is  broken,  it  must  be  repaired  so  as  to 
leave  no  holes  or  open  spaces  at  such  outlet. 
Section  387.     Fixture  Work,     (a)  Wire  must  be  not  smaller  than  No. 
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18  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  must  have  an  approved  rubber  insulating  covering. 
in  wiring  certain  designs  of  show-case  fixtures,  ceiling  bulls-eyes  and 
similar  appliances  in  which  the  wiring  is  exposed  to  temperatures  hi 
excess  of  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  degrees  Fahrenheit  from  the  heal 
Of  Ihe  lamps,  approved  slow-burning  wire  may  be  used.  All  such  forms 
of  fixtures  must  be  submitted  for  examination,  tesl  and  approval  before 
being  introduced  for  use.  (h)  Supply  conductors,  and  especially  the 
splices  to  fixture  wires,  must  he  kept  clear  of  the  grounded  pari  of  gas 
pipes,  and  where  shell  or  outlet  boxes  are  used,  they  must  he  made 
sufficiently  large  to  allow  the  fulfillment  of  this  requirement,  (c)  Must, 
when  fixtures  are  wired  outside,  be  so  secured  as  not  to  he  cut  or 
abraded  by  the  pressure  of  the  fastenings  or  motion  of  Ihe  fixture,  (d) 
Wires  of  different  systems  must  never  be  contained  in  or  attached  to 
the  same  fixture,  and  under  no  circumstances  must  there  be  a  difference 
of  potential  of  more  than  three  hundred  (300)  volts  between  wires  con- 
tained in  or  attached  to  the  same  fixtures,  (e)  When  supported  at  out- 
lets in  metal  conduit,  armored  cable  or  metal  molding  systems,  or  from 
gas  piping  or  any  grounded  metal  work,  or  when  installed  on  metal  walls 
or  ceilings,  or  on  plaster  walls  or  ceilings  containing  metal  lath,  or  on 
walls  or  ceilings  in  fireproof  buildings,  must  be  insulated  from  such 
supports  by  approved  insulating  joints  placed  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
ceilings  or  walls.  The  insulating  joint  may  be  omitted  in  conduit,  ar- 
mored cable  or  metal  molding  systems  with  straight  electric  fixtures  in 
which  the  insulation  of  conductors  is  the  equivalent  of  insulation  in 
other  parts  of  the  system,  and  provided  that  approved  sockets,  recep- 
tacles or  wireless  clusters  are  used  of  a  type  having  porcelain  or  equiva- 
lent insulation  between  live  metal  parts  and  outer  metal  shells,  if  any. 
Gas  pipes  must  be  protected  above  the  insulating  joint  by  approved  in- 
sulating tubing,  and  where  outlet  tubes  are  used  they  must  be  of  suf- 
ficient length  to  extend  below  the  insulating  joint,  and  must  be  so  se- 
cured that  they  will  not  be  pushed  back  when  the  canopy  is  put  in 
place.  Where  insulating  joints  are  required,  fixture  canopies  of  metal 
in  fireproof  buildings  must  be  thoroughly  and  permanently  insulated 
from  the  walls  or  ceilings,  and  in  other  than  fireproof  buildings  they' 
must  be  thoroughly  and  permanently  insulated  from  metal  walls  or  ceil- 
ings or  from  plaster  walls  or  ceilings  on  metal  lathing.  Fixtures  having 
so-called  flat  canopies,  tops  or  backs,  will  not  be  approved  for  installa- 
tion, except  where  outlet  boxes  are  used,  (f)  Must,  when  installed  out- 
doors, be  of  water-tight  construction,  (g)  Must  not,  when  wired  on 
the  outside,  be  used  in  show  windows  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
especially  inflammable  stuff,  (h)  Must  be  free  from  short  circuits  be- 
tween conductors  and  from  contacts  between  conductors  and  metal  parts 
of  fixtures,  and  must  be  tested  for  such  conditions  before  being  connected 
to  supply  conductors,  (i)  Material  must  be  of  metal  or  hard  wood,  ex- 
cept that  other  approved  material  may  be  used  if  reinforced  by  metal 
or  otherwise  constructed  to  secure  requisite  mechanical  strength.  In  all 
cases  mechanical  strength  must  be  secured  practically  equivalent  to  an 
all-metal  fixture  of  similar  size  and  form,  (j)  All  arms  must  be  re- 
liably secured  to  prevent  turning.  Arms  of  threaded  tubing  must  not 
be  lighter  than  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge,  and  with  screw  joints  of  arms 
there  must  be  not  less  than  five  (5)  threads  all  engaging.  All  methods 
of  fastening  arms  or  making  joints  between  metal  parts  by  soldering, 
.brazing  or  otherwise,  must  be  such  as  to  secure  in  every  case  ample 
strength  and  reliability,  (k)  Sockets  must,  except  on  pendant  cords,  be 
attached  to  the  metal  of  the  fixtures  and  must  be  secured  in  a  reliable 
and  permanent  manner.  Receptacles  having  exposed  terminals  must 
not  be  used  in  canopies  or  in  any  part  of  fixtures  unless  completely  en- 
closed in  metal.  (1)  In  non-metallic  fixtures  wireways  must  be  metal- 
lined    unless    approved    armored    conductors    with    suitable    linings    are 
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used.  On  chains  or  similar  parts  where  conductors  are  not  completely 
inclosed  in  metal,  wires  must  be  stranded  and  must  have  rubber  insula- 
tion not  less  than  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  inch  in  thickness  or  approved 
pendant  or  portable  cord  may  be  used.- 

Section  388.  Flexible  Cojid.  Installation,  (a)  .Must  have  an  ap 
proved  insulation  and  covering,  (b)  .Must  not,  except  in  street  railway 
property,  be  used  where  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  two  (2.) 
wires  is  over  three  hundred  (300)  volts.  (C)  Must  not  he  used  as  a 
support  for  clusters,  (d)  Must  not  he  used  except  tor  pendants,  wiring 
of  fixtures,  portable  lamps  or  motors,  and  portable  heating  apparatus. 
For  all  portable  work,  including  those  pendants  which  are  liable  to  be 
moved  about  sufficiently  to  come  in  contact  with  surrounding  objects. 
flexible  wires  and  cables  especially  designed  to  withstand  tins  severe 
service  must  be  used.  When  necessary  to  prevent  portable  lamps  from 
coming  in  contact  with  inflammable  materials,  or  to  protect  them  from 
breakage',  they  must  he  surrounded  with  a  substantial  wire  guard,  (e) 
Must  not  be  used  in  show  windows  or  show  cases  except  when  provided 
with  an  approved  metal  armor,  (f)  Must  be  protected  by  insulating 
bushings  where  the  cord  enters  the  socket,  (g)  Must  be  so  suspended 
that  the  entire  weight  of  the  socket  and  lamp  will  be  borne  by  some  ap- 
proved method  under  the  hushing  in  the  socket,  and  above  the  point 
where  the  cord  comes  through  the  ceiling  block  or  rosette,  in  order  that 
the  strain  may  be  taken  from  the  joints  and  binding  screws. 

Skction  389.  Underground  Conductors.  (a)  Must  be  protected 
against  moisture  and  mechanical  injury  where  brought  into  a  building, 
and  all  combustible  material  must  he  kept  from  the  immediate  vicinity, 
(b)  Must  not  be  so  arranged  as  to  shunt  the  current  through  a  building 
around  any  catch-box.  (c)  Where  underground  service  enters  building 
through  tubes,  the  tubes  shall  be  tightly  closed  at  outlets  with  asphaltuni 
or  other  non-conductor,  to  prevent  gases  from  entering  the  building 
through  such  channels,  (d)  No  underground  service  from  a'  subway  to 
a  building  shall  supply  more  than  one  building. 

Section  390.  Switches,  Cut-Outs,  Circuit-Breakers,  Etc  (a)  On 
constant  potential  circuits,  all  service  switches  and  all  switches  con- 
trolling circuits  supplying  current  to  motors  or  heating  devices,  and  all 
fuses,  unless  otherwise  provided,  must  he  so  arranged  that  the  fuses 
will  protect  and  the  opening  of  the  switch  will  disconnect  all  of  the 
wires;  that  is,  in  the  two-wire  system  the  two  (2)  wires,  and  the  three- 
wire  system  the  three  (3)  wires,  must  be  protected  by  the  fuses  and 
disconnected  by  the  operation  of  the  switch.  When  installed  without 
other  automatic  overlo;  d  protective  devices  automatic  overload  circuit 
breakers  must  have  the  poles  and  trip  coils  so  arranged  as  to  afford  com- 
plete protection  against  overloads  and  short  circuits,  and  if  also  used 
in  place  of  the  switch  must  be  so  arranged  that  no  one  (1)  pole  can  be 
opened  manually  without  disconnecting  all  the  wires,  (b)  Must  not  be 
placed  where  exposed  to  mechanical  injury  nor  in  the  immediate  vicini- 
ty of  easily  ignitible  stuff  or  where  exposed  to  inflamable  gases  or  dust 
or  to  flyings  of  combustible  material.  Where  the  occupancy  of  a  build- 
ing is  such  that  switches,  cut-outs,  etc.,  cannot  he  located  so  as  not  to 
be  exposed  as  above,  they  must  he  inclosed  in  approved  dust-proof 
cabinets  with  self-closing  doors,  except  oil  switches  and  circuit  breakers 
which  have  dust-tight  casings,  (c)  Must,  when  exposed  to  dampness: 
either  be  inclosed  in  a  moisture  proof  box  or  mounted  on  porcelain 
knobs.  The  cover  of  the  box  must  be  made  that  no  moisture  which  may 
collect  on  the  top  or  sides  of  the  box  can  enter  it.  (d)  Time  switches, 
sign  Hashes  and  similar  appliances  must  be  of  approved  design  and  in- 
dosed  in  an  approved  cabinet,  (e)  Single  pole  switches  must  never 
be   used   as   service  switches   nor   for  the  control   of  outdoor   signs  nor 
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placed  in  the  neutral  wire  of  a  three-wire  system,  excepl  in  the  two- 
wire  branch  or  tap  circuit  supplying  nol  more  than  si.\  hundred  sixty 
(660)  watts.  Three-way  switches  are  considered  as  single  pole  switches, 
(f)  Where  flush  switches  or  receptacles  are  used,  whether  with  conduil 
systems  or  not,  they  must  be  inclosed  in  an  appVdyed  box  constructed  of 
iron  or  steel,  in  addition  to  the  porcelain  inclosure  of  the  switch  or  re- 
ceptacle. No  push  buttons  for  bells,  gas-lighting  circuits,  or  the  like  shall 
be  placed  in. the  same  wall'plate  with  switches  controlling  electric  light 
or  power  wiring,  (g)  Where  possible,  at  all  switch  or  fixture  outlets,  un- 
less outlet  boxes  which  will  give  proper  support  for  fixtures  are  used,  ;i 
seven-eighths  (7-8)  inch  block  must  be  fastened  between  studs  or  floor 
timbers  flush  with  the  back  of  lathing  to  hold  tubing,  and  to  support 
switches  or  fixtures.  When  this  cannot  be  done,  wooden  base  blocks,  not 
less  than  three-fourths  (3-4)  inch  in  thickness,  securely  screwed  to  lath- 
ing, must  be  provided  for  switches,  and  also  for  fixtures  which  are  not  at- 
tached to  gas  pipes  or  conduit,  (h)  Sub-bases  on  non-combustible,  non-ab- 
sorptive, insulating  material,  which  will  separate  the  wires  at  least  one- 
half  inch  from  the  surface  wired  over,  must  be  installed  under  all  snap 
switches  used  in  exposed  knob  and  cleat  work.  Sub-bases  must  also  be 
used  in  moulding  work,  but  they  may  be  made  of  hardwood  or  they  may 
be  omitted  if  the  switch  is  approved  for  mounting  directly  on  the 
moulding. 

Section  391.  Automatic  Gut-Outs,  (a)  Must  be  placed  on  all  ser- 
vice wires,  either  overhead  or  underground,  in  the  nearest  accessible 
place  to  the  point  where  they  enter  the  building  and  inside  the  walls, 
and  arranged  to  cut  off  the  entire  current  from  the  buildings.  For  three- 
wire  systems  the  fuse  in  the  neutral  wire  may  be  ommitted,  provided  the 
neutral  wire  is  of  equal  carrying  capacity  to  the  larger  of  t-he  outside 
wires,  and  is  grounded.  In  risks  having  private  plants,  the  yard  wires 
running  from  building  to  building  are  not  considered  as  service  wires, 
so  that  cut-outs  would  not  be  required  where  the  wires  enter  buildings, 
provided  that  the  next  fuse  back  is  small  enough  to  properly  protect  the 
wires  inside  the  building  in  question,  (b)  Must  be  placed  at  every 
point  where  a  change  is  made  in  the  size  of  wire  (unless  the  cut-out 
in  the  larger  wire  will  protect  the  smaller).  For  three-wire  direct  cur- 
rent or  single  phase  systems  the  fuse  in  the  neutral  wire  except  that 
called  for  under  (d)  may  be  omitted,  provided  the  neutral  wire  is 
grounded,  (c)  Must  be  in  plain  sight,  or  inclosed  in  an  approved  cabi- 
net, and  readily  accessible.  They  must  not  be  placed  in  the  canopies 
or  shells  of  fixtures.  Link  fuses  may  be  used  only  when  mounted  on  ap- 
proved slate  or  marble  bases  and  must  be  inclosed  in  dust-tight,  fire- 
proofed  cabinets,  except  on  switchboards,  (d)  Must  be  so  placed  that 
no  set  of  incandescent  lamps  requiring  more  than  six  hundred  sixty  .(GGO) 
watts,  whether  grouped  on  one  fixture  or  on  several  fixtures  or  pendants, 
will  be  dependant  upon  one  (1)  cut-out.  All  branches  or  taps  from  any 
three-wire  system,  which  are  directly  connected  to  lam])  sockets  or  other 
translating  devices,  must  be  run  as  two-wire  circuits  if,  the  fuses  are 
omitted  in  the  neutral,  or  if  the  difference  of  potential  between  the  two 
(2)  outside  wares  is  over  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  volts,  and  both  wires 
of  such  branch  or  tap  circuits  must  be  protected  by  proper  fuses.  The 
above  shall  also  apply  to  motors,  except  that  small  motors  may  be 
grouped  under  the  protection  of  a  single  set  of  fuses,  provided  the  rated 
capacity  of  the  fuses  does  not  exceed  six  (G)  amperes.  The  fuses 
in  the  branch  cut-outs,  except  for  motors  as  noted  above,  must  not 
have  a  rated  capacity  greater  than  that  given  as  follows  for  circuits 
at  various  potentials. 

55  volts  or  less  12  amperes 

Over  55  but  less  than  125  v.  (5  amperes

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For  sign  .iiid  outline  wiring  supplied  by  circuit  of  fifty-five  (55)  volts 
or  less,  branch  circuit  fuses  of  twenty-five  (25)  amperes  capacity  may  be 

used.  On  open  work  in  large  mills  approved  link  fused  rosettes  may  be 
used  at  <i  voltage  of  not  over  one  hundred  twenty-five  (I2f>)  and  ap- 
proved inclosed  fused  rosettes  ;il  a  voltage  of  not  over  two  Hundred 
tifty  (250),  the  fuse  in  the  rosettes  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  amperes,  and 

a  fuse  of  over  twenty-live  (25)  amperes  must  not  he  used  in  the  branch 
circuit,  (e)  The  rated  capacity  of  fuses  must  not  exceed  the  allowable 
carrying  capacity  of  the  wire  as  given  in  Section  371,  Circuit-breakers 
must  not  be  set  more  than  thirty  (30)  per  cent,  above  allowable  carry- 
ing capacity  of  the  wire,  unless  a  fusible  cut-out  is  also  installed  on 
the  circuit.  Where  rubber-covered  wire  is  used  for  the  leads  or  branches 
of  A.  C.  motors  of  the  types  requiring  large  starting  currents,  the  wire 
may  be  protected  in  accordance  with  Table  B  of  Section  371,  except 
when  circuit  breakers  are  installed  which  are  equipped  with  time  ele- 
ment devices.  Fixture  wire  or  flexible  cord  of  No.  18  B.  &  S.  gauge 
will  be  considered  as  properly  protected  by  six  ((>>  ampere  fuse* 
(f)  Each  wire  of  motor  circuits,  except  on  main  switchboard  or  when 
otherwise  subject  to  competent  supervision,  must  be  protected  by  an 
approved  fuse  whether  automatic  overload  circuit  breakers  are  installed 
or  not.  Single  phase  motors  may  have  one  (1)  side  protected  by  an  ap- 
proved automatic  overload  circuit  breaker  only  if  the  other  side  is 
protected  by  an  approved  fuse.  For  circuits  having  a  maximum  capaci- 
ty greater  than  that  for  which  inclosed  fuses  are  approved  circuit  break- 
ers alone  will  be  approved. 

Section  3(.)2.  Series  Arc  Lamps,  (a)  Must  be  carefully  isolated 
from  inflammable  material,  (b)  Must  be  provided  at  all  time  with  a 
glass  globe  surrounding  the  arc,  and  securely  fastened  upon  a  closed  base. 
Broken  or  cracked  globes  must  not  be  used,  (c)  Must  be  provided  with 
a  wire  neeting  (having  a  mesh  not  exceeding  one  and  one-fourth  (1  1-4) 
inches)  around  the  globe  and  an  approved  spark  arrester,  when  readily 
inflammable  material  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lamps,  to  prevent  escape 
of  sparks  of  carbon  or  melted  copper.  Outside  arc  lamps  must  be  sus- 
pended at  least  eight  (8)  feet  above  sidewalks.  Inside  arc  lamps  must  be 
placed  out  of  reach  or  suitably  protected.  Arc  lamps,  when  used  in 
places  where  they  are  exposed  to  flyings  of  easily  inflammable  material, 
must  have  the  carbons  inclosed  completely  in  a  tight  globe  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  spark  arresters.  "Inclosed  arc"  lamps 
having  tight  inner  globes  may  be  used,  (d)  Where  hanger-boards  are 
not  used,  lamps  must  be  hung  from  insulating  suports  other  than  their 
conductors.  (e)  Lamps  when  arranged  to  be  raised  and  lowered 
either  for  carboning  or  other  purposes,  shall  be  connected  up  with 
stranded  conductors  from  the  last  point  of  support  to  the  lamp,  when 
such  conductor  is  larger  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge,  (f)  Incandescent 
lamps  in  series  circuits  must  have  the  conductors  installed  as  required 
in  Section  381,  and  each  lamp  must  be  provided  with  an  automatic  cut- 
out, (g)  Must  have  each  lamp  suspended  from  a  hanger-board  by 
means  of  rigid  tube,  (h)  No  electro-magnetic  device  for  switches  and 
no  multiple-series  or  series-multiple  system  of  lighting  will  be  ap- 
proved, (i)  Must  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  attached  to  gas 
fixtures. 

Section  398..  Arc  Lamps  on  Constant  Potential  Circuits,  (a)  Must 
have  a  cut-out  for  each  lamp  of  each  series  of  lamps.  The  branch  conduc- 
tors must  have  a  carrying  capacity  about  tifty  (50)  per  cent,  in  excess  of 
the  normal  current  required  by  the  lamp.1  (b)  Must  only  be  furnished 
with  such  resistance  or  regulators  as  are  inclosed  in  non-combustible 
material,  such  resistance  being  treated  as  sources  of  heat.  Incandescent 
Lamps  must  be  used  for  this  purpose,  (c)  Must  be  supplied  with  globes 
and   protected   by   spark   arresters  and  wire   netting  around    the  globe, 
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as  in  the  case  of  scries  arc  lamps.  Outside  arc  lamps  must  i>e  suspended 
at  least  eight  (8)  feet  above  sidewalks,  inside  are  lumps  must  be 
placed  out  of  reach  or  suitably  protected,  (d)  Lamps  when  arranged 
to  be  raised  and  lowered,  either  for  carboning  or  other  purposes,   shall 

be  connected  up  with  stranded  conductors  from  the  last    point   of  sup- 
port to  the  lamp,   when  such  conductor  is   larger  than   No.   14   1>.   &  S. 
gauge. 
Section  394.     Mercury  Vapor   Lamps,     (a)     Must    have  cut-out    for 

each  lamp  or  series  of  lamps  except  when  contained  in  single  frame  and 
lighted  by  a  single  operation,  in  which  case  not  more  than  five  (5) 
lamps  should  be  dependant  upon  single  cut-out.  (b)  Must  only  be  fur- 
nished with  such  resistance  or  regulators  as  are  inclosed  in  non-com- 
bustible cases,  such  resistances  to  be  treated  as  sources  of  heat.  In  loca- 
tions where  these  resistances  or  regulators  are  subject  to  flyings  of 
lint  or  combustible  material,  all  openings  through  cases  must  be  protected 
by  fine  wire  gauze,  (c)  The  tube  must  be  so  installed  as  to  be  free 
from  mechanical  injury  or  liability  to  contact  with  inflammable  mate- 
rial, (d)  High-potential  coils  and  regulating  apparatus  must  be  in- 
stalled in  approved  steel  cabinet  not  less  than  one-tenth  (1-10)  inch  in 
thickness;  same  to  be  well  ventilated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  any  flame  or  sparks,  in  case  of  burnout  in  the  various  coils. 
All  apparatus  in  this  box  must  be  mounted  on  slate  base  and  the  in- 
closing case  positively  grounded.  Supplying  conductors  leading  into  this 
high-potential  case  to  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the  standard  re- 
quirements governing  low-potential  systems,  where  such  wires  do  not 
carry  a  potential  of  over  three  hundred  (300)  volts,  (e)  Economy  and 
compensator  coils  for  arc  lamps  must  be  mounted  on  non-combustible, 
non-absorptive,  insulating  supports,  such  as  glass  or  porcelain,  allowing 
an  air  space  of  at  least  one  (1)  inch  between  frame  and  support,  and 
must  in  general  be  treated  as  sources  of  heat. 

Section  395.  Electric  Heaters,  (a)  Must  be  protected  by  a  cut- 
out and  controlled  by  indicating  switches.  Switches  must  be  double 
pole  except  when  the  device  controlled  does  not  require  more  than  six 
hundred  sixty  (660)  watts  of  energy,  (b)  Must  never  be  concealed, 
but  must  at  all  times  be  in  plain  sight,  (c)  Flexible  conductors  for 
smoothing  irons  and  sad  irons,  and  for  all  devices  requiring  over  two 
hundred  fifty  (250)  watts  must  have  an  approved  insulation  and  cover- 
ing, (cl)  For  portable  heating  devices  the  flexible  conductors  must  be 
connected  to  an  approved  plug  device,  so  arranged  that  the  plug  will  pull 
out  and  open  the  circuit  in  case  any  abnormal  strain  is  put  on  the 
flexible  conductor.  This  device  may  be  stationary,  or  it  may  be  placed 
in  the  cord  itself.  The  cable  or  cord  must  be  attached  to  the  heating 
apparatus  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  be  protected  from  kinking, 
chafing  or  like  injury  at  or  near  the  point  of  connection,  (e)  Smooth- 
ing irons,  sad  irons,  and  other  heating  appliances  that  are  intended  to 
be  applied  to  inflammable  articles,  such  as  clothing,  must  conform  to  the 
above  rules  so  far  as  they  apply.  They  must  also  be-  provided  with 
an  approved  stand,  on  which  they  should  be  placed  when  not  in  use. 
(f)  Stationary  electric  heating  apparatus,  such  as  radiators,  ranges, 
plate  warmers,  etc.,  must  be  placed  in  a  safe  location,  isolated  from  in- 
flammable materials,  and  be  treated  as  sources  of  heat,  (g)  Must  each 
be  provided  with  name-plate,  giving  the  maker's  name  and  the  normal 
capacity  in  volts  and  amperes. 

Section  300.  Armored  Cablks.  (a)  Must  be  continuous  from  outlet 
to  outlet  or  to  junction  boxes,  and  the  armor  of  the  cable  must  properly 
enter  and  be  secured  to  all  fittings,  and  the  entire  system  must  be 
mechanically  secured  in  position.  In  case  of  service  connections  and 
main  runs,  this  involves  running  such  armored  cable  continuously  into  a 
main  cut-out  cabinet  or  gutter  surrounding  the  panel  board,  as  the  case 
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may  be.  (b)  Must  be  equipped  at  every  outlet  with  an  approved  out- 
let box  or  plate,  as  required  in  conduit  work.  Outlet  plates  must  not  be 
used  where  it  is  practicable  to  install  outlet  boxes.  The  outlet  box 
or  plate  shall  be  so  installed  that  it  will  be  flush  with  the  finished 
surface,  and  if  this  surface  is  broken  it  shall  be  repaired  so  that  it  will 
not  show  any  gaps  or  open  spaces  around  the  edge  of  the  outlet  box  or 
plate.  In  buildings  already  constructed  where  the  conditions  are  such 
that  neither  outlet  box  nor  plate  can  be  installed,  these  appliances  may 
be  omitted,  provided  the  armored  cable  is  firmly  and  rigidly  secured  in 
place,  (c)  Must  have  the  metal  armor  of  cables  permanently  and  ef- 
fectually grounded  to  water  piping,  gas  piping  or  suitable  ground  plate, 
provided  that  when  connections  are  made  to  gas  piping,  they  must  be 
on  the  street  side  of  the  meter.  If  the  armored  cable  system  consists 
of  several  separate  sections,  the  sections  must  be  bonded  to  each  other, 
and  the  system  grounded,  or  each  section  may  be  separately  grounded, 
as  required  above.  The  aimor  of  cables  and  gas  pipes  must  be  securely 
fastened  in  outlet  boxes,  junction  boxes  and  cabinets,  so  as  to  secure 
good  electrical  connection.  Connections  to  grounded  pipes  and  to  armor 
of  cables  must  be  exposed  to  view  or  readily  accessible,  and  must  be 
made  by  means  of  approved  ground  clamps,  to. which  the  ground  wires 
must  be  soldered.  Ground  wires  must  be  of  copper,  at  least  No.  10 
B.  &  S.  gauge  (where  largest  wire  contained  in  cable  is  not  greater  than 
No.  0  B.  &  S.  gauge),  and  need  not  be  greater  than  No.  4  B.  &  S.  gauge 
(where  largest  wire  contained  in  cable  is  greater  than  No.  0  B.  &  S. 
gauge).  They  shall  be  protected  from  mechanical  injury,  (d)  When 
installed  in  so-called  fireproof  buildings  in  course  of  construction  or  after- 
wards if  exposed  to  moisture,  or  where  it  is  exposed  to  the  weather, 
or  in  damp  places,  such  as  breweries,  stables,  etc.,  the  cable  must  have 
a  lead  covering  at  least  one-thirty-second  (1-32)  inch  in  thickness  placed 
between  the  outer  braid  of  the  conductors  and  the  steel  armor.  The 
lead  covering  is  not  to  be  required  when  the  cable  is  run  against  brick 
walls  or  laid  in  ordinary  plaster  walls  unless  same  are  continuously 
damp,  (e)  Where  entering  junction  boxes,  and  at  all  other  outlets, 
etc.,  must  be  provided  with  approved  terminal  fittings  which  will  pro- 
tect the  insulation  of  the  conductors  from  abrasion,  unless  such  junction 
or  outlet  boxes  are  specially  designed  -and  approved  for  use  with  the 
cable,  (f)  Junction  boxes  must  always  be  installed  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  be  accessible,  (g)  For  alternating  current  systems  must,  have 
the  two  (2)  or  more  conductors  of  the  circuit  inclosed  in  one  (1)  metal 
armor,  (h)  All  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  armor  of  the  cable 
will  not  be  injured.  The  radius  of  the  curve  of  the  inner  edge  of  any 
bend  not  to  be  less  than  one  and  one-half  (l1/^)  inches. 

Section  397.  Interior  Conduits,  (a)  No  conduit  tube  having  an 
internal  diameter  of  less  than  five-eights  (5-8)  of  an  inch  shall  be  used. 
Measurements  to  be  taken  inside  of  metal  conduits,  (b)  Must  be  con- 
tinuous from  outlet  to  outlet  or  to  junction  boxes,  and  the  conduit 
must  properly  enter,  and  be  secured  to  all  fittings  and  the  entire  system 
must  be  mechanically  secured  in  position.  In  case  of  service  connections 
and  main  runs,  this  involves  running  each  conduit  continuously  into  a 
main  cut-out  cabinet  or  gutter  surrounding  the  panel-board,  as  the  case^ 
may  be.  (c)  Must  be  first  installed  as  a  complete  conduit  system,  without 
the  conductors,  (d)  Must  be  equipped  at  every  outlet  with  an  approved 
outlet  box  or  plate.  At  exposed  ends  of  conduit  (but  not  at  fixture 
outlets)  where  wires  pass  from  the  conduit'  system  without  splice,  joint 
or  t;ip,  an  approved  fitting  having  separately  bushed  holes  for  each. con- 
ductor is  considered  the  equivalent  of  a  box.  Outlet  plates  must  not  be 
used  where  it  is  practicable  to  install  outlet  boxes.  The  outlet  box  or 
plate  must  be  so  installed  that  it  will  be  flush  with  the  finished  surface, 
and  if  this  surface  is  broken  it  shall  be  repaired  so  that  it  will  not 
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show  any  gaps  or  open  spaces  around  the  edge  of  the  outlet  box  or 
plate.  In  buildings  already  constructed  where  the  conditions  are  such 
that  neither  outlet  box  or  plate  can  be  installed,  these  appliances  may 
be  omitted,  providing  the  conduit  ends  are  bushed  and  secured,  (e) 
Metal  conduits  where  they  enter  junction  boxes,  and  at  all  other  outlets, 
etc.,  must  be  so  provided  with  approved  bushings  or  fastening  plates 
fitted  so  as  to  protect  wire  from  abrasion,  except  when  such  protection 
is  obtained  by  the  use  of  approved  nipples,  properly  fitted  in  boxes  or 
devices.  (f)  Must  have  the  metal  of  the  conduit  permanently  and 
effectually  grounded.  Where  short  sections  of  conduit  (or  pipe1  of  equiva- 
lent strength)  is  used  for  the  protection  of  exposed  wiring  on  side  walls, 
and  such  conduit  or  pipe  and  wiring  is  installed  as  required  by  Section 
382,  the  conduit  or  pipe  need  not  be  grounded.  Conduits  and  gas  pipes 
must  be  securely  fastened  in  outlet  boxes,  junction  boxes  and  cabinets, 
so  as  to  secure  good  electrical  connections.  Connections  to  grounded 
pipes  and  to  conduit  must  be  exposed  to  view  or  readily  accessible,  and 
must  be  made  by  means  of  approved  ground  clamps  to  which  the  ground 
wires  must  be  soldered.  Ground  wires  must  be  of  copper,  at  least  No. 
10  B.  &  S.  gauge  (where  largest  wire  contained  in  conduit  is  not  greater 
than  No.  0  B.  &  S.  gauge),  and  need  not  be  greater  than  No.  4  B.  &  S. 
gauge  (where  largest  wire  contained  in  conduit  is  greater  than  No.  0 
B.  &  S.  gauge).  They  shall  be  protected  from  mechanical  injury,  (g) 
Junction  boxes  must  always  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
accessible,  (h)  All  elbows  or  bends  must  be  so  made  that  the  con- 
duit or"  lining  of  same  will  not  be  injured.  The  radius  of  the  curve 
of  the  inner  edge  of  any  elbow  not  to  be  less  than  three  and  one-half 
(3%)  inches.  Must  have  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  four  quarter 
bends  from  outlet  to  outlet,  the  bends  at  the  outlets  not  being  counted. 
Section  398.  Metal  Mouldings,  (a)  Must  be  from  outlet  to  out- 
let, to  junction  boxes,  or  approved  fittings  designed  especially  for  use 
with  metal  mouldings,  and  must  at  all  outlets  be  provided  with  approved 
terminal  fittings  which  will  protect  the  insulation  of  conductors  from 
abrasion,  unless  such  protection  is  afforded  by  the  construction  of  the 
boxes  or  fittings,  (b)  Such  mouldings  where  passing  through  a  floor 
must  be  carried  through  an  iron  pipe  extending  from  the  ceiling  below 
to  a  point  five  (5)  feet  above  the  floor,  which  will  serve  as  an  additional 
mechanical  protection  and  exclude  the  presence  of  moisture  often  preva- 
lent in  such  locations.  In  residences,  office  buildings  and  similar  loca- 
tions, where  appearance  is  an  essential  feature,  and  where  the  mechani- 
cal strength  of  the  moulding  itself  is  adequate,  this  ruling  may  be 
modified  to  require  the  protecting  piping  from  the  ceiling  below  to  a 
point  at  least  three  (3)  inches  above  the  flooring,  (c)  Backing  must 
be  secured  in  position  by  screws  or  bolts,  the  heads  of  which  must  be 
flush  with  the  metal.  (d)  Must  have  the  metal  of  mounding  per- 
manently and  effectually  grounded  to  water  piping,  gas  piping,  or 
suitable  ground  plate,  provided  that  when  connections  are  made  to  gas 
piping,  they  must  be  on  the  street  side  of  the  meter.  If  the  metal  mould- 
ing system  consists  of  several  separate  sections,  the  sections  must,  bo 
bonded  to  each  other  and  the  system  grounded,  or  each  section  may  be 
separately  grounded,  as  required  above.  Metal  mouldings  and  gas 
pipes  must  be  securely  fastened  to  outlet  boxes,  junction  boxes  and 
cabinets,  so  as  to  secure  a  good  electrical  connection.  Moulding  must 
be  so  installed  that  adjacent  lengths  of  moulding  will  be  mechanically 
and  electrically  secured  at  all  points.  Connection  to  grounded  pipes  and 
to  metal  mouldings  must  be  exposed  to  view,  or  readily  accessible,  and 
must  be  made  by  means  of  approved  ground  clamps,  to  which  the  wires 
must  be  soldered.  Ground  wires  must  bo  of  copper,  at  least  No.  10  B. 
&   S.   gauge.     They   shall   be  protected    from   mechanical    injury,      (e) 
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Must    be    installed    so   thai    for   alternating   systems   the   two   or   more 
wires  of  a  circuit  will  be  in  the  same  metal  moulding. 

Section  399.  Wooden  Mouldings,  (a)  Must  have,  both  outside  and 
inside,  al  least  two  (2)  coats  of  waterproof  material,  or  he  impregnated 
with  a  moisture  repellent,  (b)  Must  he  made  in  two  (2)  pieces,  a  back- 
ing and  a  capping,  and  must  afford  suitable  protection  from  abrasion. 
Must  be  so  constructed  as  to  thoroughly  encase  the  wire,  he  provided  with 
a  tongue  not  loss  than  one-half  (1-2)  inch  in  thickness  betweeu  the  con- 
ductors, and  have  exterior  walls  which  under  grooves  shall  not  he  less 
than  three-eighths  (3-8)  inch  in  thickness,  and  on  the  sides  not  less  than 
one-fourth  (x/4)  inch  in  thickness. 

Section  400.  Sockets,  (a)  In  rooms  where  inflammable  gases  may 
exist  the  incandescent  lam])  and  socket  must  he  inclosed  in  a  vapor- 
tight  globe,  and  supported  on  a  pipe-hanger,  wired  with  approved  rubber- 
covered  wire  soldered  directly  to  the  circuit,  (b)  In  damp  or  wet 
places  "waterproof"  sockets  must  he  used.  Unless  made  up  on  fixtures 
they  must  be  hung  by  separate  stranded  rubber-covered  wires  not  smaller 
than  X.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge,  which  should  preferably  he  twisted  together 
when  the  pendant  is  over  three  ('.>)  feet  long.  These  wires  must  he 
soldered  direct  to  the  circuit  wires  hut  supported  independently  of  them. 
(c)  Key  sockets  will  not  he  approved  if  installed  over  specially  in- 
flammable stuff,  or  where  exposed  to  flyings  of  combustible  material. 

Section  401.  Outline  Lightning,  (a)  Wiring  other  than  signs  or 
exterior  of  buildings  must  he  connected  only  to  low-potential  systems. 
(h)  Open  or  conduit  work  may  he  used,  hut  moulding  will  not  he  per- 
mitted, (c)  For  open  work,  wires  must  have  an  approved  rubber  in- 
sulating covering.  Must  lie  rigidly  supported  on  non-combustible,  non- 
absorptive  insulators,  which  separate  the  wires  at  least  one  (1)  inch 
from  the  surface  wired  over,  and  must  he  kept  apart  at  least  two  and 
one-half  (2  1-2)  inches  for  voltages  up  to  three  hundred  (odd),  and  four 
(4)  inches  higher  voltages.  Rigid  supporting  requires,  under  ordinary 
conditions  where  wiring  over  flat  surfaces,  supports  at  least  every  four 
and  one-half  (4%)  feet.  If  the  wires  are  liable  to  he  disturbed,  the  dis- 
tances between  supports  should  he  shortened.  (d)  Where  flexible 
tubing  is  required,  the  ends  must  he  sealed  and  painted  with  moisture 
repellant,  and  kept  at  least  one-half  <  yL> )  inch  from  surface  wired  over, 
(e)  Wires  for  use  in  rigid  or  flexible  steel  conduit  must  comply  with 
requirements  for  unlined  conduit  work.  Where  armored  cable  is  used, 
the  conductors  must  he  protected  from  moisture  by  lead  sheath  between 
armor  and  insulation,  (f)  Must  he  protected  by  its  own  cut-out,  and 
controlled  by  its  own  switch.  Out-outs,  switches,  time  switches,  flashers 
and  similar  appliances,  bust  he  of  approved  design,  and  must,  if  located 
inside  the  building,  be  installed  as  required  by  the  code  for  such  de- 
vices. If  outside  the  building  they  must  be  inclosed  in  a  steel  or  cast- 
iron  box.  If  a  steel  box  is  used,  the  minimum  thickness  of  the  steel  must 
he  0.12.1  of  an  inch  (No.  11  U.  S.  gauge),  (g)  Boxes  must  he  so  con- 
structed that  when  switches  operates  the  blade  shall  clear  the  door  by  at 
least  one  (1)  inch,  and  they  must  be  moisture-proof,  (h)  Circuits  must 
he  so  arranged  that  not  more  than  one  thousand  three  hundred  twenty 
(1,320)  watts  will  he  finally  dependant  upon  a  single  cut-out;  nor  shall 
more  than  sixty-six  (60)  sockets  or  receptacles  he  connected  to  single' 
circuit,  (i)  Sockets  and  receptacles  must  he  of  the  keyless  porcelain 
type,  and  wires  must  he  soldered  to  lugs  on  same. 

Section  402.  Electric  Signs  (For  Low-'Potential  Systems  Only). 
(a)  Material  must  he  constructed  entirely  of  metal  or  other  approved 
non-combustible  material,  except  that  wood  may  he  used  on  outside  for 
decoration  if  kept  at  least  two  (2)  inches  from  nearest  lam])  receptacles. 
Sheet  metal  must  he  not  less  than  No.  28  U.  S.  metal  gauge.  All  metal 
must  he  galvanized,  enameled  or  treated  with  at  least  three  (3)  coats  of 
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anti-corrosive  paint,  or  otherwise  protected  in  an  approved  manner 
against  corrosion,  (b)  Must  be  constructed  so  as  to  secure  ample 
strength  and  rigidity.  Must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  practically 
weatherproof  and  so  as  to  inclose  all  terminals  and  wiring  other  than 
the  supply  leads,  except  that  open  work  will  be  permitted  for  signs  on 
roofs  or  open  ground  where  not  subject  to  mechanical  injury,  provided 
the  wiring  is  in  accordance  with  (e).  Out-outs,  transformers,  unless 
of  weatherproof  type,  flashers  and  other  similar  devices  on  or  within 
the  sign  structure,  must  be  in  a  separate,  completely  inclosed,  accessible 
and  weatherproof  compartment,  or,  in  a  substantial  weatherproof  box 
or  cabinet  of  metal  of  thickness  not  less  than  that  of  the  metal  of  the 
sign  itself.  Each  compartment  must  have  suitable  provision  for  drain- 
age through  one  (1)  or  more  holes  each  not  less  than  one-quarter  ( xk ) 
inch  in  diameter,  (c)  Receptacles  must  be  so  designed  as  to  afford 
permanent  and  reliable  means  to  prevent  possible  turning;  must  be  so 
designed  and  placed  that  terminals  will  be  at  least  one-half  (%)  inch 
from  other  terminals  and  from  metal  of  the  sign  except  that  where  open 
work  is  permitted,  this  separation  must  be  one  (1  )  inch.  Miniature 
receptacles  will  not  be  approved  for  use  in  outdoor  signs,  (d)  Wiring 
must  be  approved  rubber  covered,  not  less  than  No.  14  B.  &  S.  gauge, 
and,  except  where  open  work  is  permitted,  must  be  double  braided. 
Must  be  neatly  run,  and  so  disposed  and  fastened  as  to  be  mechanically 
secure.  Must  be  soldered  to  terminals,  and  exposed  parts  of  wires  and 
terminals  must  be  treated  to  prevent  corrosion.  Must,  where  they  pass 
through  walls  or  partitions  of  the  sign,  be  protected  by  approved  bush- 
ings. On  outside  of  sign  structure,  except  where  open  work  is  per- 
mitted, must  be  in  approved  metal  conduit  or  in  approved  armored  cable. 
For  open  work,  wire  must  be  rigidly  supported  on  non-combustible,  non- 
absorptive  insulators,  which  separate  the  wires  at  least  one  (1)  inch 
from  the  surface  wired  over.  Rigid  supporting  requires  under  ordinary 
conditions  where  wiring  over  flat  surfaces,  supports  at  least  every  four 
and  one-half  (4i/>)  feet.  If  the  wires  are  liable  to  be  disturbed,  the  dis- 
tances between  supports  should  be  shortened.  In  those  parts  of  circuits 
where  wires  are  connected  to  approved  receptacles  which  hold  them  at 
least  one  (1)  inch  from  surface  wired  over,  and  which  are  placed  not  over 
one  foot  apart,  such  receptacles  will  be  considered  to  afford  the  neces- 
sary support  and  spacing  of  the  wires.  Between  receptacles  more  than 
one  (1)  foot,  but  less  than  two  (2)  feet  apart,  an  additional  non-combus- 
tible non-absorptive  insulator  maintaining  a  separation  and  spacing 
equivalent  to  the  receptacles  must  be  used.  Except  as  above  specified, 
wires  must  be  kept  apart  at  least  two  and  one-half  (2%)  inches  for 
voltages  up  to  three  hundred  (300),  and  four  (4)  inches  for  higher 
voltages,  (e)  Leads  from  sign  must  pass  through  the  walls  of  sign 
either  through  approved  metal  conduit  or  armored  cable,  or  must  be 
neatly  cabled  and  pass  through  one  (1)  or  more  approved  non-com- 
bustible, non-absorptive  bushings,  (f)  Not  over  one  thousand  three 
hundred  twenty   (1,320)   watts  shall  be  dependent  upon  final  cut-out. 

Section  403.  Reactive  Coils  and  Condensers,  (a)  Reactive  coils 
must  be  made  of  non-combustible  material,  mounted  on  non-combustible 
bases  and  treated,  in  general,  as  sources  of  heat,  (b)  Condensers  must 
be  treated  like  other  apparatus  operating  with  equivalent  voltage  and 
currents.  They  must  have  non-combustible  cases  and  supports,  and  musi 
be  isolated  from  all  combustible  materials  and,  in  general,  'treated  as 
sources  of  heat.

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  se- 
curing ;i  righl  of  way  for  a.  sidetrack  or  switch  from  across  Kentucky 

Avenue  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described 
as  follows:  Said  crossing  to  be  at  a  point  on  said  Avenue  525  feet 
southwest  of  the  intersection  of  said  Avenue  and  Blaine  Street,  hereby 
covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representatives 
and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and 
authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay.  construct  and  maintain  said  track 
upon   the   terms   and    conditions   hereinafter    set   forth,    to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be 
safe  for  -persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  super- 
vision and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised 
or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board, 
and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed 
by  the  Common  Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by 
said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Kentucky  Avenue 
shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  ob- 
structions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted 
to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall 
be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  ob- 
struct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of 
said  Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the' interest  of  the  City 
or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said 
party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10) 
days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  clone,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatso- 
ever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal,  and  in  removing  said 
track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise 
become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track 
to, the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or 
become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be 
the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  to  promptly  repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  noti-

"Section  405.  Penalties.  Except  as  otherwise  specifically  mentioned 
within  this  code,  none  of  its  provisions  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any 
building,  or  part  of  any  building,  now  finished  or  in  course  of  construc- 
tion, or  for  which  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Inspector  of  P>uild- 
ings  before  noon  of  the  fifth  day  of  January.  1011.  Any  person,  firm, 
corporation  or  agent  who  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  code  shall 
be  subject,  upon  conviction  thereof,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each 
offense,  or  upon  failure  to  pay  may  be  imprisoned  until  such  fine  is 
paid  not  exceeding  ninety  (90)  days.  The  continued  violation  of  any 
provisions  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every  day 
such  violation  of  any  provisions  hereof  shall  continue." 

Scction  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  ami  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication  once  each  week  for  two  (2)  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.
